INDEPENDENT JUDICIAL FUNCTIONS, PARTY LEADERSHIP RELATIONSHIP DISCUSSED

[Text] The principle of infependent administering of justice is basically 
an inherent requirement for the etate judical organe to perform their 
duty of exercising proletarian dictatorship. it is an indispensable com- 
ponent of the proletarian democratic system. In order to effectively 
eupprese the enemy and protect the people, the people's court must be 
faithful to the law and the legal system, faithful to the people's interests, 
and faithful to facts. This naturally bringe up a very important question, 
namely, how to resolutely preserve the dignity and prescige of law and how 
to follow law to the letter. The dignity of law demands that the judicial 
organs should accurately ascertain the facts of the case, correctly inter- 
pret and apply the law, and persistently raise the ideological and voca- 
tional levele of the judical workers. The prestige of law demande that 
the judicial organs should enjoy due independence. in other words, in 
exercising their judicial authority within the sphere of law, they should 
be free from external interference and influence, and need only follow the 
lawe. Provided there is a unity of the dignity and the prestige of law, 
the people's court will be able to guard against prejudice and mistakes in 
court triale and be actually protected in ite execution of law. We 
emphasize che need for independence in the administration of justice only 
for the sake of preserving the prestige of the legal system so that the 
state's judical authority will be exclusively exercised by the people's 
court, which, in turn, will try all cases according to law, and no other 
organ or individual, no matter what they may be, can have the right to 
illegally interfere. As proved by experiences in “he past 30 years after 
the founding of the People's Republic, this is an important legal system 
for protecting socialist democracy as well as a very important measure for 
our party to provide leadership over judical work. 


Some people have set “independent administration of justice and obedience 
to law alone” against party leadership, claiming that stress on independent 











triale means “asserting independence ‘rom the party,” Thies view ie obvious 
wrong, Sinee the people's judicial organe are formed under party leadership 
“independent administration of juetice” te an integral judics: principle 
which has actually been formulated under party leadership instead of being 
divorced from it. Ae a form of etate judical aetivities, “independent 
administration of justice” meane that the whole trial precess should be 
conducted independentiy, because it ic impermissible for the state's 
judiclal authorities to be siared of in any way influenced by any other 
organs of individuals. in ether words, no external interference or infiu- 
ence ia permitted, “Obedience to law alone” as a prerequisite for the 
people's court in conducting independent trials, means that in the trial of 
cases, the law court gust scrupulousiy uphold the principle of following 
the law and meting out punishment only according to law instead of the 
direction of any other organ or individual, The organic combination of 
“independent administration of justice” and “obedience to law alone” meens 

that fudicial organe should saintain due independence from other organe or 
individuals in their duty performance or other activities, and should at 

the same time be absolutely obedient to etate laws. We consider absolute 

obedience to lawe a8 a prerequisite for independent administration of 

justice because our laws aie formulated under party leadership according to 

the basic state system, on the foundation of extensive democracy and 

through the legislative procese as approved by the National People's Con- 

gress. Law embodies the will of the proletertat, represents the basic 

interests of all the people, and is « concentrated expression of the party's 

lines, principles and policies. Lenin said: “Dictatorship of the prole- 

tariat means proletarian leadership over polictes."! Law, ae the embodiment 

of the state's will means the finalisation of party policies in the form of 

a eet of articles. Therefore, obedience to laws meane obedience to the 

people's will and the party's policies. Any viewpoint which does not 

respect law or che functions of the judicial organe are erroneous and 

damaging to the party's leadership and prestige. 


The CCP is the core of our state leadership. As a state organ under the 
dictatorship of the proletariat, the people's court must be under party 
leadership in conducting trials independently. This should be beyond 
question; otherwise the people's court will not be able to perform its 

duty of suppressing the enemy, protecting the people, and consolidating the 
dictatorship of the proletariat. Practice has proved that party leadership 
is the basic guarantee for the efficient and independent administration of 
justice by the people's court as well as ite freedom from illegal inter- 
ference from any orgen or individual. Any tendency toward the weakening 

of party leadership will lead to the instability or weakening of the 
dictatorship of the proletariat. 


But how shall we uphold party leadership over judical work? it must be 
understood that the party committees and the judicial organs have separate 
duties which are not interchangeable and cannot be confused at any time. 
Stalin once said that the party was the core of state power, but the party 
and the state are not, and cannot be, the same. The party provides 





\eaderslip over the state, Sul we can never Mia the party with the state 
and regard the ‘unction of party leadership and the dictatorship of the 
proletariat ae the same thing, According to the Marniet view, the function 
of party leadership ever the state does not mean that the party car 
diveetiy leeue orders te the state, ineatead, the party sould rely 6 the 
work of the party organizations and party wembers in the state organs to 
help the elate organe carry owt the party's lines, principles and policies. 
The party's leadership over the tudteial organe should be directly mani- 
feeted a8 pretection for the |udieteal organe in the exercise of their 
duties according te the state constitution and lawe The handiing of a 
‘ase from Loveetigation te prosecution and thea the final verdict te a very 
-omplex process and tavelves a series of procedures ali requiring in-depth 
and meticulowe work, If the party committee gete involved in the actual 
adminietration of juetice, tegardlese of the seriousness of each case, ite 
energy will be dlepereed ano ite attention will be diverted from the major 
polteles coneerning ‘udielal work. Thus the party's leadership over judi- 
‘lal work will be weakened instead of strengthened, At the same time, if 
the party committee hae to directiy participate in the actual adminietra- 
tien of fustiee and to comment on every case, the judicial workers may 

tend to rely on the party committee to “guard the pase” and neglect their 
wh duttles, reeulting in their poor ork performance. Purthermore, the 
jeading comrade of the party committee aesisting in judicial work, no 
matter how theroughivy he may knew about law and how well experienced he 
may be in dealing with cases, can have only a partial understanding of the 
wicle procedure becauee he does not personally attend to the case. If his 
commente are only based on his perusal of files or reports, the verdict 

may turn out to be 4 wrong one. Therefore, under no circumetance can we 
confuse party leadership with the epecific duty of the judicial organs. 

we @uet overcome the idea of undivided party-government or undivided 
rarty-judictal authority. 


Comrade Dong Biwu said: “The correct function of the party in relation to 
the state organs should be: (1) To provide correct guidance on the quality 
and orientation of the work of state organs; (2) to enforce party policies 
through the state organs and their work departments, and to exercise super- 
vision over their activities; and (3) to select and promote loyal and 
capabie gedres party as well a8 nonparty members) for work in the state 
oreane.”"* A reetudy of venerable Dong's views, expressed shortly after the 
founding of the People’s Republic, is still of great significance to us in 
strengthening party leadership over judicial work. 


Party leaderehip over judicial work ie mainly the leadreship in the imple- 
mentation of principles and policies, or political leadership, organiza- 
tional) leadership, and leadership over the state ligal syatem. Therefore, 
we must resolutely overcome and change the prac.ice--the outcome of a very 
incomplete socialist legal syetem--of substituting the party for the 
government, substituting some people's statement for law, falling to observe 
lawe, and displacing ‘udicial work wholesale. We must include the work of 

















strengthening the seciaiiet l\ep,a. eye em in our agenda, and, based on the 
party's taske at different periods and on the actual situation of struggle, 
promptiy lesue inetructions on Ove correct wethede to implement policies 
and to enforce iawe, We wuel keep curse@ives informed of the conditions 

of judicial work, carry out perio!leal lavestigations on the work of the 
people's law courte, direct the judicial organs in conducting analyses on 
enemy activities and on the social and ether related situations, and help 
them determine the focus of cheir wore and solve their real probleme, We 
should aleo conduct timely inapection» of the way the people's law courte 
are implementing the party's lines, principles, policies and state laws, 
and help them sum up experiences, improve their work etyle, develop their 
achievements, correct their defects and @iatakes, and combat uniawful acts. 


in providing party leaders)!» over the people's law court, the relationship 
between party leadership and the enforcement of law must be well handled, 
The party should change the method of suppianting the people's court, and, 
more important etill, should find some way to preserve the independence 
which the people's law court should entoy. We should constantly carry out 
education on the legal syetem and adopt sultable systems and measures to 
insure that the people's court can handle thetr cases independently 
according to law and without interference {rom any other organs, groups or 
individuals. The parcy committee should aleo exercise careful supervision 
over the people's courte so ae to be sure that the people's court wil! 
Strictly abide by etate lawe,. At tne same time, the party committee should 
eee to it that outer unite and individuals concerned should give unqualified 
support for the verdicts and decisions reached by the judicial organs and 
based on laws. Should there be any disagreement with the verdicts or 
éecisions, the unite and individuals concerned should strictly follow the 
legal procedures of appeal, to be handled oy the responsible judicial 
organs. Thus the party committee will more effectively free the people's 
court from external interference and influence. 


in providing leadership over the law court, the party should organizationally 
assign to the judicial organs competent cadres of high integrity and with 

the courage to uphold the legai system. The party should also strengct en 

the political and ideological education as well as education on the legal 
system among the judicial personnel so as to set right their ideological 

and political lines and raise their ideological and vocational levels. it 
should also heip restore and deveiop the fine traditions and style of our 
judicial work so as to insure that they will always be able to apply laws 
correctly. 


After ail, the most important condition of party leadership is to protect 
the execution of laws and the constitution and to give full scope to the 
role of the judiciai organs. Wowever, the way for party committees at 
various levels to provide leadership over the work of the people's courts 
is still a problem requiring careful etudy and solution. The party 
committees at various levels must conscientiously inetead of perfunctorily 








and vaguely sum up their experiences by Linking theory with reality and 
really emanclpate thely minds before they can consciously uphold the cignity 
of the Legal syatem and energetically help che judicial workers enhance 

thei own sense of responsibility. in thie way, the important principle of 
“independent administration of justice by the people's court «nd obedience 
to law alone” will be atrictly upheld,

FEATURES OF NEW ELECTLON LAWS DESCRIBED

[Text] The "Election Laws of the People's Republic of China for the 
National People's Congrees and Local People's Congresses at All Levels" 
(hereinafter briefly referred to as New Election Laws) approved at the 
Second Session of the Fifth NPC have become effective as of 1 January 1980. 
This is an important event in our political life attracting worldwide 
attention, 


The new election laws, as proved in the experiments of direct election 
carried out in 66 county-level unite (including counties, autonomous 
counties, districts under the jurisdiction of a municipality, and maici- 
palities not divided into districts) in the second half of 1979, fully 
embody the people's will and amply safeguard the people's democratic rights. 
That is why they are warmly supported by the broad masses. 


1, What Is the Fundamental Spirit of the New Electional Laws? 


Our election laws are socialist election laws, and the established system 
of election is a socialist election system. The new election lawe are 
based on the requirements of the new socialist period for developing 
socialist democracy and strengthening the socialist legal system with the 
unity of democratic essence and democratic form as their main objective in 
the light of reality. in many respects, including principles, organized 
leadership, procedures and the methods of election, these laws, according 
to their stipulations, are intended to help the people exercise their 
power as masters of the state. 


The fundamental spirit embodied by our election system has been determined 
by the socialist character of our country. The Constitution stipulates 
that our country “is a socialist state under the dictatorship of the 





proletariat led by the working clase and based on the alliance of workers 
and peasants,” People are the masters of the state, and "all power in the 
People's Republic of China belong to the people, The organs through which 
the people exercise state power are the National People's Congress and the 
local people's congresses at various levels," 


in hie “Report on the Work of the Government" delivered at the Second 
Session of the Fifth National People's Congress, Comrade Hua Guofeng pointed 
out: “Soctaliet democracy is first of all a question of the state system 
in socialist countries.” All the people can exercise their supreme power 
in managing state affairs through the people's congresses; this is the 
immutable principle of the socialist syatem, According to this principle, 
there should be in our socialist country democracy of a broader and higher 
form than any ever experienced before, or democracy in name as well as in 
fact for the overwhelming majority of people, This form of democracy is 
unprecedented in our history. Lenin aptly pointed out: "All citizens must 
take part in the work of the courte and in the government of the country. 
It ie importance for us to draw literally all working seople into the govern- 
ment of the etate, It ie a task of tremendous difficulty. But socialism 
cannot be implemented by a minority, by the Party. ‘t can be implemented 
only by tens of millions when they have learned to . it themselves." 
("Collected Works of Lenin" Vol 27, p 123) The -ew e ection Lawes stipulate 
the principles, procedures and methods for the people to exercise their 
right to vote and to supervise or recall their deputies. The fundamental 
epirit behind this whole process is to further develop socialist democracy; 
to demonstrate that people are the masters . a socialist state; to provide 
safeguard in the form of laws for the people's supreme right to manage 
estate affairs; to effectively supervise the work of state organs; and to 
urge the state personnel to serve the people faithfully and to lead the 
people in the struggle to accelerate our socialist modernization. 


ll, What Are the New Stipulations in the New Election Laws? 


The election laws of 1953, based on reality soon after the founding of the 
People's Republic, already embodied a practical system of democratic 
election. The fundamental spirit behind them are still applicable today. 
However, because of the 10 years of severe destruction by Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four’ people's democracy and the legal system were trampled under- 
foot. Yet they took advantage of certain weak links in the 1953 election 
laws, For example, they used the system of listing as many candidates as 
the number of deputies to be elected and the method of nominating candidates 
from the top down as a means of excluding the cadres who were faithful to 
the people and the advanced exemplary workers from the list of candidates, 
while their sworn follows, the backbone elements of ‘heir faction, aad the 
“emashere and grabbers" were pulled into the people's congresses at various 
levels and placed in charge of various state power organs. The final 

list of candidates was worked out by them only for the masses to endorse. 
Democratic election was turned into a means of fooling the people and 











defiling public opinion. The fundamental principle and apirit behind the 
election methods were thus scattered to the winds, The new election laws 
are based on the requirements for developing socilaliat democracy and 
strengthening the socialiat lepal sayetem as put forward by the Third Plenum 
of the llth Party Central Committee, In these new laws, we have inherited 
and carried forward the democratic spirit of the 1953 election methode, 
discarded the weak linke which had been taken advantage of by the "gang of 


four,” and added some new contents based on the developmenta and changes of 
the objective conditions in the previous 26 years, The new stipulations 
are mainly as follows; 


(1) The direct election of deputies to the people's congresses is extended 
to the county level. This is an important change in the election system 
and an important measure for enlarging people's democracy, 


(2) The system of nominating as many candidates as the number of deputies 
to be elected is replaced by that of nominating more candidates. In other 
words, the number of candidates should be greater than that of deputies to 
be elected, The number of candidates for the directly elected deputies 
should exceed that of the deputies to be elected by 50 to 100 percent, By 
this means, the voters can choose the best ones after careful comparisons 
and freely exercise their right to vote, and the defects of nominating as 
many candidates as the wumber of deputies to be elected, and of preparing 
the list of candidates at the higher levels to be endorsed at the lower 
levels, can be avoided, It will also prevent undesirable elements from 
worming their way into the state apparatus. 


(3) The procedure of nominating candidates for deputies is improved, In 
addition to those jointiy or separately nominated by the CCP, the various 
democratic parties, people's organizations and so forth, it is further 
stipulated that any voter or deputy (when seconded by no less than three 
others) can nominate ‘is candidate, If, after repeated discussions and 
democratic consultations from the bottom up and from the top down several 
times, the number of candidates turns out to be excessive, then a prelim- 
inary vote is taken by secret ballot, and the list of official candidates 
will be decided by the majority of voters. The list of official candidates 
should be publicized 5 days prior to the election day so as to give the 
voters sufficient time to consider their final choice. Practice has 
proved that the key to an efficient nomination of candidates lies in a 
firm belief in the masses and a respect for the voters’ democratic rights. 
The practice of taking things out of the voters’ hands must be opposed. 


(4) The division of electoral districts is based on a combination of the 
production unite, establishments and work units on the one hand and the 
location of the voters’ residence on the other. In the division of 
electorial districts, the stipulations of the new election laws are dif- 
ferent from those of 1953 when the method of division was purely based on 
the location of the voters' residence. This new method is more convenient

The Profound Significance in implementing the New Fiection Lawe 


in Sis “Report on the Work of the Government” delivered at the Second 
Session of the Pirth Nettonal People's Congress, Comrade Mua Guofeng pointed 
out: “We ehal!l continue te iaprowe and, consolidate our socialist state 
syeter and the politice! eyetem of democratic centraliem, so that no minority 
will ewer be able, Sy any means, to impose their will on the majority, but 
will \ewe to obey the majority and subeit to their interests and will,” 

Te new election lawe were made precisely to “improve and consolidate our 
soclallet state ovetem and the political system of democratic centralisn. 
They are the legiclation for “improving and consolidating” They are the 
legislation for “improving and consolidating” this basic system; the laws 
fot plugging the loopholes whereby the ewall number of conspirators can 

plot counter-revolutionary restoration; and the lawe for safeguarding the 
people's democratic right im managing state affaires ond placing the state 
apparatut, the pecpie's government at werious levele, and the state cadres 
under the people's supervision, 











Adoption of the few ec ection lave ane the setting up ef a democratic 
election system will enable the state apparatus at various levels (the 
peopie's congresses and their standing committees) and the administrative 
ofeane (the people's government te truly practice democratic centralisn, 
They will be formed through democratic election, be responsibie to the 
people and be wader the people's supervision, There should be reguiar re- 
elections se that the power in the hands of these whe are incompetent and 
wheatisfactery to the people can be taken away from thes and transferred to 
the newly emerging advaneed elements, in this way, the leading bodies of 
the state apperatue at various levele wil, constantly preserve their 
vitality, serve as powerful @ilitant command pests te lead aillions upon 
millions ef people, united as one, in striving for the four modernisations; 
and continually advance the cauee of socialist revelution and construction, 
Thies ie an important event in our people's political life as well as a 
Mandatory task ‘oF Our party and our state, 


iv, The importance of Direct Blection at the County or Autonomous County 
Leve) 


The new election lawe extend the scope of direet election by voters from the 
people's communes, cowne, @unicipal districts and municipalities not divided 
inte dietricts, to the counties and atuonomous counties, is an important 
measure for expending the people's democracy as well as an important change 
in our election systes. Direct and indirect elections are two different 
forms for the people to exercise their democratic rights, Both forms have 
been used during the building of our proletarian political power. Our 
election laws of 195) stipulated indirect election at and above the county 
level, in 195), Premier Thou pointed out that the eyetems of direct elec- 
tion at and above the county lewel was a fairly good form of democracy and 
was suitable for the conditions in our country at that time, But he did 
not rule owt the gradus! extention of direct election to the county and 
higher levele when conditions are ripe for eo doing. At present, important 
changes have taken place in our political, economic, cultural and other 
fields; the people's political eonsciousness and cultural level have been 
raised; and the material conditions including the conditions of communice- 
tions have been greatiy improved, At the same time, after W years’ tests 
and comparisons, (he broad masses in the counties have generally gained a 
better understanding of the state apparatus and the estate personne), The 
timely extention of direct election to the county level is not only prac- 
tical but also necessary. 


Political power at the county lewel occupies a very important position among 
various levele. its position ie in between the province on the one hand 

and the people's communes and towne on the other, and serves as a link 
between the higher and lower ievele as well as a key to the implementation 
of party policies and state directives and the improvement of agricultural 
production in the countryside. Direct election at the county level is an 
important measure for strengthening the county political power through a 
democratic system and by givine « broader scope to its leading role.

omiy the provinetal, but also at the national level in addition te setting 
a good example for the people's commune and towns in political power 
bullding, 


In hie “Report on the Work of the Government” delivered at the Second 
Session of the Fifth National People's Congress, Comiade Hua Guofeng called 
on people throughout the country te “firmly uphold the guiding ideology of 
taking agticulture as the foundation and concentrate ail forces on promoting 
agriculture.” This is 4 major iesue for people throughout the country, and 
the central task [or the state power with a close bearing on the tmmediate 
interests of a1\ peasants. The county political power i+ the command post 
directiy responsible for the fulfiliment of this task. ‘The purpose of 
direct election at the county level is precisely to strengthen and to give 
full ecope te the leading rele of the county political power in developing 
agficaulture. Through the establishment and iaprovement of the direct 
election eyetem at the county level, we will be able to effectively handle 
the job ef political power buiiding in more than 2,000 counties throughout 
the country and further implement the various economic policies in the 

count rveide Taie wil) greatly arouse the socialist activiem and creativity 
of the 800 eiliion peasants and speed up agricultural sodernization, and 
then the deweloprent of the entire nationel economy and the four modern- 
igation. 


V. fmancipation of the Mind Is the Key to Smooth Election Work 


In December 1979, the Ministry of Civil Affairs heid a meeting for the 
exchange of experiences in direct election at the county ievel throughout 
the country. <A preliminary review of the experiences of the experimental 
counties wae carried out a8 4 preparation for election work throughout the 
country. The initial impression gained from these experiments indicated 
that the key to the emooth proceeding of election work lies in the eman- 
cipation of minds and 4 serious approach to the problem of ideology and 
understanding among the cadres, 


Our country has been under feudal rule for 4 long tive and lacks a democ- 
cratic foundation, Before the liberation, the working people had hardiy 
any democratic right to speak of. Despite the fairly through politica! and 
economic revolution against feudalism after the liberation, ideas of auto- 
cracy, patriarchal behavior, seeking privilege and eo forth still exist 














among some cadres, Lin Siae and tic “gang of four” in partioular wantly 
distorted Marnist=Leninist theories on democratic election, and confused 
democratic election of the proletariat with thet of the bourgeoisie, They 
called democracy a purely bourgeois trait and created many perplexing ideas, 
For example, anyone talking about democracy wae accused by the "gang of 
four” of propagating bourgeois cemoeracy and working for “capitalist 
restoration,” We @ight even be attacked for "competing with the party for 
democracy” on behalf of the lendlerdse, rich peasants, counterrevolutionaries, 
bad elements and rigitiste, Such pernictous tnfluence is still fettering 
some of our cadres’ minds, with the result thet they are always hestitant, 
over=cautious, and afraid of getting inte trouble, The most deceptive means 
used by Lin Biao and the “gang of four” was that, in the name of consoli- 
dating the dictatorship of the proletariat, they only stressed democracy 

as a “means” but never sentioned that dictatorship too was a “means” in- 
stead of an “end,” They deliberately created this confusion in order to 
mislead the people into believing that “dictatorship alone is important 

and democracy does not count,” and so forth, 


The masses are the makere of history and the mastere of the state, while 
our cadres and the people's public servant and their attendants, Thie is 
the basic tenet of Historical materialiem. When we speak of democracy, 
democratic system and the election laws, we are guided by these basic 
viewpoints which our cadres too gust alwaye bear in mind, The idea and 
work style of dis trusting the masses and not daring to develop democracy 
are basically contrary to thie viewpoint. For example, some county leading 
cadres, whose minds have not been emancipated, still think that "democracy 
ie 4 means and centralies is an end.” Thus in directing an election, they 
stressed centralise and followed the old pattern by setting up rules to 
limit the number of candidates. In the etage of nomination of candidates 
from the leadership before the electoral district had time to discuss about 
the nomination, ‘Sometimes, when certain electoral districts nominated more 
candidates than were necessary (and this is quite natural), the leading 
cadres would impatientiy cross out the names at will on the ground that 
“the masses nominate candidates, but the leadership makes the decision,” 

if effect, this is a typical example of “the list of candidates being put 
up by the authorities for voters to endorse,” which turns election into a 
mere formality and leads to masse diseatisfaction. 


Some county leading cadres still complain that “there is only democracy but 
no centralies™ in the new election laws. This is an incorrect view and 

the outcome of a fettered mind. in directing election work, these comrades 
are still sticking to the old pattern. For example, in the division of 
electoral districts, they insist on division by areas; in registering 
voters, they insist on using the voters’ permanent address; and in the 
nomination of candidates, they insist on using the “from the top down" 
method. After ail, they distrust the masses, dare not uphold democracy, 
and are afraid that the masses do not elect their favorites. 


Election is a type of work involving all the people. Experiences in the 
experimental counties have proved that provided the cadres have gained a 








better understanding of the work, adopted a correct attitude, formed the 
concept Of democracy and legal system, and mastered the spirit, principles, 
methods and requirements of the election lawa, it will be possible to 
launch af extensive and intensive propaganda campaign among the masses, 

and the people will be able to dispel whatever misconception they may have 
about election, in the procese of election by the masses, we gust en- 
courage them to gradually deepen their understand of socialist deme racy 
and the soctaliet legal system, to have a keener sense of responsibility 

ae mastere of the estate, to learn the correct way to exercise their rights 
of election and recall as a means of supervising the etate apparatus and 
the work of the cadres and to actively participate in the management of 
atate affaires. They will then be able to make the people's congresses a 
success, perfect the system of these congresses and give full play to their 
role on etability and unity and the acceleration of the four modernizations. 
The election work will help produce fine resulte for the four modennizatione.

KANG SHENG'S RELATIONSHIP WITH MAO ZEDONG REVIEWED 
Hong Kong ZHENGMING in Chinese No 44, 1 Aug 80 pp 42-47 
[Artic'e by Du Feng [2629 3536): “Kang Sheng and Mao Zedong") 


[Text] Looking back at the political life of Mao Zedong and Kang Sheng, 
we can discover an interesting law! whenever Mao Zedong insisted on a 
correct direction and made contribution to the Chinese revolution, Kang 
Sheng was usually not around; bul when Mao Zedong made mistakes and 
caused losses to the Chinese revolution, Kang Sheng was always there 
participating, and also cooperating actively with hia, 


Background as Member of Mao Zedong's Opposition Faction 


During the period of the second revolutionary civil war (1927-1937), Mao 
Zedong opposed the erroneous leftiet Line on three occasions. The most 
powerful and most damaging [of these lines) to the Chinese revolution was 
the third left opportuniet line of the “Internationalist Faction" repre- 
sented by Wang Ming. Their error made the Red Army lose its southern 
base and hence forced it to undertake the Long March in a shift to the 
north. When it reached northern Shaanxi, the Red Army had only 30,000 
men left; the losses were excruciating. Relying on its close relations 
with the Soviet Union and the Communist International, the "Incernational- 
ist Faction" was very cocky in ite conduct, and Mao Zedong was thus at a 
special disadvantage in the face of their exclusion and attack. 


When Mao Zedong suffered through this period of exclusion and attack 
because he insisted on the correct line, Kang Shong, however, was an 
active supporter of the “Internationalist Faction. 


Very few of the Chinese communist leading cadres who prospered during 
the Cultural Revolution had a background as members of Mao Zedong's 
opposition faction. Only Kang Sheng was an exception. 


In 1931, Kang Sheng was sent to Moscow to study organizational and 
intelligence work. Among the many leaders of the Chinese Communist Party, 
Wang Ming enjoyed the greatest support and respect of the Soviet Communist 
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Party and the Communist International; Moscow was thus Wang Ming's 
world, After \ang Sheng arrived in Moscow, he immediately became 
intimately involved with the "Internationalist Paction," 


A great meritorious task that Kang Sheng performed in Moscow on behal! 
of Wang Ming was to help him launch sectarian attacks, Aa one ap: 
fieally selected to go to the Soviet Union to study “organizational work 
and iatelligence work,” Kang Sheng was naturally endowed with the talent 
of dealing with people through intelligence agents, After he had been 
in Moscow for only | year, he had already helped overthrow Chen Yu [7115 
h735] (whe at one time served as chairman of Guangdong Province prior to 
the Cultural Revolution), whe did not listen to Wang Ming. The latter 
#48 suspended from party membership and given the penalty of hard labor 
at a factory in Stalingrad. Subsequently, when Stalin resorted to an 
expansion of hie suppression of counterrevolutionaries, Kang Sheng once 
mre murdered sany Chinese Communist Party members studying in the 
Soviet Union on the pretext of opposing Trotekyites, 


Un the matter of Kang Sheng's ective support of Wang Ming while in the 
soviet Union, there is some mention in a writing left behind by Wang 
Jiaxiang: “Before they returned to China, Wang Ming and Kang Sheng met 
with Comrade Stalin,..and Comrade Dimitrov was aleo present. Comrade 
Stalin asked me about our party's situation and also asked how many men 
our Red Army still had left, IL replied that when we reached northern 
Shaanxi, we had only about 30,000 left. Wang Ming immediately inter- 
jected: there were still 300,000 men. Kang Sheng supported Wang 
Ming.... At this time Wang Ming again harbored evil intentions. Taking 
advantage of this opportunity of meeting with Comrade Stalin, he resorted 
to personal vengeance by alleging that Zhou Dawen (0719 6671 2429) and 
Yu Xtusong [0205 4423 2646] were bad characters, and he also reproached 
the Marxist-Leninist Institute's Kazanova before Comrade Stalin for hav- 
ing attempted to protect the two. Earlier, Wang Ming had been troubled 
by having no opportunity to pull down Zhou and Yu. Soon after this, 

Zhou and Yu were arrested, and Kazanova was also dismissed from his post." 
This passage of seemingly insignificant writing not only illustrates the 
relationship between Kang Sheng and Wang Ming, but also describes their 
special characteristic of being good at taking opportunities to attack 
those with inclinations different from theirs. 


Kang Sheng closely followed Wang Ming on the one hand and also did his 
best to fawn over Stalin. Hence, he not only gained Wang Ming's favor 
but also became important in the eyes of Stalin and others. As a result, 
Kang Sheng began to serve as the Chinese Communist Party's representative 
to the Communist International and was also elected candidate member of 
the latter's executive council, 
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The Wedding of Mao and J/fang, and a Turning Point 


In 1937, the anti-Japanese war broke out in full force, and Kang Sheng 
and Wang Ming returned to China together from the Soviet Union, The 
Central Committee of the Chinese Communist Party at this time had become 
already greatly different from what it had been 6 years earlier, when 
Kang Sheng first went to the Soviet Union, 


After the Zunyi Conference of 1935, Mao Zedong had gained the leadership 
over the whole party, while the influence of Wang Ming's faction had 
already been greatly weakened. In the face of such a change of the power 
alinement inside the party, what choice should Kang Sheng make after 
following Wang Ming for 6 yeare? 


At precisely thie juncture, Kang Sheng met Jiang Qing again. In the 
apring of 1938, Jiang Qing came to Yanan from Xian. Both Kang Sheng 

and Jiang Qing are natives of Shandong. Kang Sheng's original name wae 
Zhang Shaoging [1728 4801 0615); he was born in 1903 to a landlord 

family of long-standing wealth and influence in Jiaonan County, Shandong. 
At 17 he went to Shanghai to etudy, entering the Chinese Communist Party's 
Youth Corps while at the middle school attached to Shanghai University. 
When he later attenied Shanghai University itself, he was formally trans- 
ferred to membership in the Chinese Communist Party. He always engaged in 
underground work, participacing in Shanghai workers' uprisings three times 
in 1927. Jiang Qing is a native of Zhucheng County, Shandong; her family 
situation was relatively humbie. Her original name was Li Yunho [2621 
7189 7729). She joined the Shandong Provincial Experimental Theater to 
learn Beijing Opera when she was only 14; once she actually participated 
in performances in Beijing. In 1933, she went to Shanghai to seek her 
fortune; she changed her name to Lan Ping [5663 5689] and entered the 
movie circles. In the spring of 1938, she came to Yanan. 


When Mao Zedong decided to marry Jiang Qing, he met opposition from many 
high-ranking Chinese communist cadres. This was because Jiang Qing's 
background was not very clear, and when she was in the movie circles of 
Shanghai her political relationships were also rather complicated. Also, 
in October 1934 she was arrested by an inteliigence organ of the 
Kuomintang and got out of jail only through her confession and a 
reversal of her stand. Among Yanan's high-ranking cadres, Kang Sheng 
was the one who most actively tried to see this proposed marriage 
through. He volunteered to become Jiang Qing's go-between and provided 
a guarantee for Jiang Ving, so that Mao Zedong could marry without a 
hitch. For Kang Sheng's service in this regard, both Mao Zedong and 
Jiang Qing were very grateful. 


From then on, Kang and Jiang Qing began to maintain a special kind of 
relationship. During the Cultural Revolution, all those who had opposed 
Mao Zedong suffered their fate, but Kang Sheng, whose early background 
was as a member of Mao Zedong's opposition faction, somehow became 
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alone a ved het personality turning almost purple, This special kind of 
relationship played a role, indeed, 


First Time Cooperation=-Reetification in Yanan 


Since Kang Sheng had rendered a service to the marriage of Meo eden, 
and Jiang Qing, not long thereafter Mao Zedong began his politica! 
cooperation with Kang Sheng for the first time: this was the rectifica- 
tion movement in Yanan, 


There are several relevant articles on thie rectification movement in 
Volume 3 of "Selected Works of Mao Zedong.” From these articles, it 
appears thie movement wae to rectify ideology and working style. but 

in reality, thie wae far from being the case, At that time, this 
rectification movement was turned into a cruel movement whose purpose 
was to try the cadres and persecute the people. From 4 certain sense, 
thie wae a mixed movement, between a cultural revolution and Stalin's 
suppression of counterrevolutionaries and party purgee, while Kang Sheng 
was the specific person responsible. 


Kang Sheng's duty in Yanan was still hie old trade--organizational and 
intelligence work. He served in succession as minister of the Chinese 
Communist Party's Central Cadres Department, minister of the Secial 
Affaice Department, minister of the Intelligence Department, president 
of the Party School, chairman of the Workers Movement Commission, deputy 
secretary of the Organizational Commission, chairman of the Fnemy Area 
Work Committee, secretary of the Central Secretariat, etc. 


Rectification of working style and trial of cadres were precisely 4 
combination of organizational and intelligence work. ‘ang served as 
vice chairman of the Central Study Committee at the time, and hence he 
was in charge of many specific tasks during the rectification movement. 


The Cruel “Rush-Save Movement" 


In 1943, Kang Sheng developed the rectification movement into a “Rush- 
Save Movement.” He wrote an article entitled "Rush-Save the ‘Fallen.'" 
The so-called ‘fallen" people were none other than those who had joined 
the intelligence organizations. But he treated as “fallen” people all 
those who had come to the liberated areas from Japanese-occupied areas 
and Kuomintang-ruled areas, and he wanted to "rush-save"--i.e., rectify, 
all of them. 





On 15 August 1943 the Chinese Communist Party, under Kang Sheng's active 
planning, passed a “Decision” on the trial of cadres. The very beginning 
sentence of this Decision" was: “There being so many intelligence 
agents is not strange." And then there immediately followed: “There- 
fore, there being so many intelligence agents is a worldwide question of 
mass character." This approach of expanding the target area of attack 
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Was really very much the same as that of pieking out rebels, intelli- 
gence agents, and caplcaliet=readers at random during the Cultural 
Revolution, or of Stalin's expansion of his suppression of counter= 
revolutionaries, 


The “Rush=Save Movement” at the time also adopted the form of a mass 
movement, Since there were too many intelligence agente picked out, 

it would not do to simply rely on trials and dispositions by the dicta- 
torial organs alone. All unite were therefore given the power to try 

and dispoee of relevant cases. The aforesaid “Decision” prescribed: 

"Of those persone under question, the ones charged to ordinary organs 

for disposai-=that ie to say, to various party, government, army, 
Civilian, and school organe=-make up about 80 percent; the ones sent to 
deliberative organs, such as the Northwest Public School and the Public 
Administration institute, for disposal make up about 10 percent; the 

ones sent to defense organe, such as the Social Affairs Department, the 
Security Department, and the Bureau of Military Law, for disposal con- 
stitute about 10 percent.... In tae case of intelligence agente and 
Suspects sent to ordinary organs and deliberative organs, most of them 
will remain ae usual at their original etations of study and work, Only 
for the protection of secrets and prevention of suicide are certain 
persons translerred to other work or placed under observation. Various 
organs and schools will ail tightly organize their own self-defense 

unite to enforce curfews at fixed periods, With the exception of reli- 
able personnel carrying authorized passes who are free to come and go, 
all persons under question are temporarily deprived of their individual 
freedom to come and go and are allowed to follow only the collective 
activity of the whole body.” It seems that practices customarily adopted 
during various postliberation political movements (especially the Cultural 
Revolution), such as prescription of a percentage of persons to be picked 
out, the exercise of mass dictatorship, were all first invented by the 
"Rush-Save Movement," whereas those deliberative organs--the Northwest 
Public School, ete =-were actually the prototypes of the “cowshed study 
class" of the Cultural Revolution period. 


Kang Sheng's senior disciple Wu De [0702 1795] wae put in the charge of 
the Northwest Public School at the time. This school was really a con- 
centration camp in disguise. All those locked up in this place were 
organized into classes and groups, and then everybody took turns taking 
care of his problems. During the process of trial, cruel corporal 
punishment and personal abuse were frequently administered in forms 
such as having people knee] down, having tall hats attached to them, 
having them lie prostrate like a turtle, etc., or even having them hung 
up and beaten viciously. in order to exhibit his own enthusiasm, Kang 
Sheng often personally administered the vicious beating of cadres under 
trial. 


To follow an ultraleft line during the rectification of working style 
and trial of cadres was the first error committed by Mao Zedong after 








achieving the authority of leadership over the whole party. This error 
was ingeparable from Kang Sheng, 


The ultraieft practice adopted during the trial of cadres was ree ated 
by, and met the opposition of, many Chinese communist leaders, Unuer 
Zhou Unlai's later eponsorship, the Chinese Communist larty Centre) 
promulgated “nine principles” for the trial of cadres; only then was the 
calamity of such “cruel struggle and relentless attack" prevented, 


Perio! of Diesatlefaction 


The period from 1947 to 1956 was most diseatiasfactory to Kang Sheng. 

but this happened to be precisely China's thriving “golden era” and 

aleo 4 period in which Mao Zedong led the Chinese Communist Party to the 
achievement of greatest successes, 


Because of the ultraleft line promoted by Kang Sheng, and especially the 
adventuriem he practiced in hie white area work in 1947, Chinese com- 
muniet intelligence work organizations in the white areas were subject 
to great destruction. Hence he was criticized within the party and left 
central office. He was later sent to work in Shandong. 


During those daye when he was exiled to Shandong, Mang Sheng mainly 
engaged himself in the activity of forming his clique and striking up 
a working relationship with other people's factions. Among the per- 
sonalities who came to the fore in demonstrative roles during the 
Cultural Revolution, not a few were those drawn into the pale by Kang 
Sheng himself. Relevant examples were Guan Feng [7070 6912] of the 
department of philosophy and social sciences, Li Guangwen [2621 1684 
2429) of the senior party school, Zhou Jingfang [2719 2529 5364] of 
Beijing's new municipal party committee, Wang Xiaoyu | 3769 2400 4416] 
of Shandong, etc. 


in 1955, the Chinese Communist Party came up with the "Gao-Rao Incident.” 
Good at climbing the social ladder by crushing others, Kang Sheng 
immediately seized upon this opportunity. In March of that year, the 
Chinese Communist Party convened a National Congress in Beijing to dis- 
cuss this question of the "Gao-Rao clique." Kang Sheng participated in 
this congress, and his statements were more dramatic than those of the 
others. Since he had learned not a few profound Marxist-Leninist 
theories in Moscow in the earlier years, he now utilized those theories 
to dress up and decorate his statements and make them look very “pro- 
found” indeed and different from those of the othere. 


Kang Sheng's performance earned Mao Zedong's appre iation and trust; he 


was transferred from Shandong to the central office to serve as secre- 
tary of the Central Secretariat. 
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but the good times turned out to be ephemeral, because at the Chinese 
Communist Party Central at che tlme, the influence of Mao Zedong to make 
decisions singlehandedly wae far from predominant. Other people's 
opinions still had certain strength, and Kang Sheng's conduct and ultra- 
left rhetoric allenated other people, Hence, at the BLighth National 
Congress of the Chinese Communiet Party, convened in September 1956, 
Kang Sheng was not only sot promoted but even demoted from a member to 

a candidate member in the Political Bureau. 


Cooperation Again, and Rise Again 


At the end of the 1950's, contradictions between China and the Soviet 
Union deepened further and further and ultimately developed into "anti- 
revisionist polemics.’ During the course of these polemic exchanges, 
Mao Zedong and Kang Sheng cooperated with each other more. 


Following the failure of the Great Leap Forward in 1958, Mao Zedong 
retreated to the second line to mainly attend to theoretical work. Mao 
Zedong had never had very good feelings toward the Soviet Union: before 
liberation he wae subject to the exclusion of the "Internationalist 
Faction” supported by the Soviec Union, and after liberation he again 
became subject to browbeating by Soviet chauvinism. A series of slogans 
and measures like “opposition to personal superstition,” etc., proposed 
by the 20th Congress of the Soviet Communist Party ran even more counter 
to his ideology, which was colored by feudalism. Hence he was deter- 
mined to oppose the Soviet Union and determined to unfold a great anti- 
revisionist debate. 


Although Fang Sheng was on the side of the Internationalist Faction 
during the 1930's, times were now very different. Good at standing 

on his chances, Kang Sheng would naturally know how to observe the 
direction of the wind and make new decisions accordingly. A graduate 

of Shanghai Univereity and a returnee from Moscow, Kang Sheng also had 
assets of his own in theory, and now was just the time for him to make 
use of them. Thus he became a principal character in the antirevisionist 
debate. 


In 1960, Kang Sheng went to Romania to attend the Bucharest meeting, at 
which he made statements vehemently scolding Khrushchev; this per- 
formance earned him instant recognition, and he thus became known as 

an “antirevisionist warrior." 


From then on, many of the antirevisionist articles published by the 
Chinese Communist Party were planned or drafted by Kang Sheng. Mao 
Zedong thought very well of him, and his status in the Chinese Communist 
Party's leading strata became higher and higher. The points made in 
these antirevisionist articles for the most part later became the 
theoretical basis of the ultraleft line during the Cultural Revolution, 
and they played great havoc in China. 
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Kang Sheng's Slogans Designed To Placate Mao Zedong 


The 10th Plenum of the Eighth Party Central Committee, eld in 1962, was 
a very important meeting in the history of the Chinese Communtat Party. 
At that meeting Mao Zedong proposed the famous slogan "Neve: Forges 
Class Struggle," which laid the foundation for an expansion of .\ os 
struggle. 


In coordination with thie slogan of Mao Zedong's, Kang Sheng suddenly 
presented the question of the “antiparty novel ‘Liu Zhidan'” and started 
in to work on a sneak attack and struggle against Xi Zhongxun [5045 0112 
8113) and others, As Xi Zhongxun recalled: "In the summer of 1962, the 
Central Committee convened a meeting at Beidaihe, while | stayed in 
Beijing to preside over the National Medium Industrial Cities Forum; 
Enlai let me finish the session and then go to Beidathe for a reat. I 
went there and rested for 2 days and then returned to the capital to 
participate in the LOth Plenum of the Eighth Party Central Committee. 
That certain person who looked upon himself as a ‘theoretical authority’ 
(meaning Kang Sheng) suddenly launched an attack against me, At the 
plenum he made use of circumstantial data supplied by still another 
certain person to frame me, allegire that I had ‘connived' with Liu 
Zhidan's younger brother, Liu Jingfan [0491 2529 5400], and the latter's 
wife, Li Jiantong [2621 1619 1749], and had given them the hint to 
fabricate the ‘antiparty novel’ ‘Liu Zhidan' in order to reverse the 
verdict on Gao Gang [7559 1511]. [Kang Sheng) accused me as ‘a person 
in search of a command,’ as some ‘big antiparty plotter and great ambi- 
tionist.' That ‘theoretical authority’ also wrote a note to Chairman Mao 
at the plenum: ‘Carrying out antiparty activity by way of a novel is a 
great invention.’ Chairman Mao only read the note at the plenum, but 
that ‘theoretical authority’ later attributed his statement to Chairman 
90 as being a quotation from Chairman Mao, and spread it far and wide." 
In this passage of his memoirs, Xi Zhongxun made a very conspicuous point 
to save Mao Zedong's face. Mao Zedong himself had never read "Liu 
Zhidan," and he reached his conclusion only on the basis of Kang Sheng's 
briefing. The fact that that note was collected as a formal quotation 
from him and spread far and wide was not necessarily unknown to Mao 
Zedong; we cannot say that it was forcibly attributed cto him. 


According to Xi Zhongxun, those who became implicated because of the 

“Liu Zhidan" incident, "those leading cadres of the party, government 
and army who were persecuted as a result, numbered more than 300, the 
number of ordinary cadres and masses who were hurt was even greater." 


A Great Invention 


After the "Liu Zhidan" incident, Kang Sheng was very pleased with his 
great invention--"making use of literary works to carry out activities 
aiming at attacking others." He began to engage in even more extensive 
activities of the kind. 
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At thia time, the liaison dealings between Kang Sheng and Jiang Qing 
became even more frequent than before. From Jiang Qing, he learned for 
sure Mao Zedong's intention to develop a struggle in the cultucal realm; 
hence, he immediately prepared for close coordination, 


Kang Sheng looked up hia old warrior friend Ke Qingaht [2688 1987 2457) 
(firet secretary of the Shanghai Municipal Party Committee) and proposed 
the slogan that, in literature, "We Muat Write About the 13 Years" (1.0., 
the 13 years after liberation). This was undertaken in the vain hope of 
fabricating some criminal designation through the slogan so that it could 
be imposed upon thoee writers who failed to write about the 13 years, 
thereby delivering a blow against them and at the same time raising his 
own status, 


Later, Kang Sheng struck up a partnership with Jiang Qing to work on 
“modern revolutionary operas." Ordinarily, Kang Sheng was very fond of 
the old operas. He saw "Li Huintang” once and later wrote a letter to 
author Meng Chao [1322 6389) to praise him as "the number one person in 
the operatic world’ of contemporary China. Kang Sheng also wrote a 
letter to the author of “The Peachflower Fan" to say: "1 am a native of 
Shandong, and | have some special feelings toward Kong Shangren [1313 
1424 0117)." In the old days, Kang Sheng often wanted to listen to the 
0)’ operas, requesting specific titles from the repertoire. For 
instance, when Zhao Yanxia [6392 3601 0204) once came to wish him Happy 
New Year, he personally played the Chinese violin and asked Zhao Yanxia 
to sing the yellowed old opera "18 Random Associations" for him. But at 
the August 1964 closing ceremony of the joint performance of modern 
Beijing operas sponsored by Jiang Qing, Kang Sheng suddenly made a 
furious 180-degree turnabout. He gave a speech and trotted out several 
of “our own folk," anc thereupon criticized by name Tian Han's [3944 
3352) “Xie Yaohuan," Yang Hansheng's [7122 5060 3932] "The Death of Li 
Xiucheng," Meng Chao's 'Li Huiniang," etc. This blatantly antagonistic 
speech made Kang Sheng a red-hot leftist promoting "literary revolution." 
At the time, one criticism movement after another was aroused ia the 
realms of the upper structures such as philosophy, history, literature, 
drama, movies, etc. These critic'sms were actively planned by persons 
like Mao Zedong, Kang Sheng and Jiang Qing; they were also che harbingers 
and preparations for the Cultural Revolution. 


Three Bases 


At the same time, Kang Sheng aiso carried out certain activities in the 
areas of personnel and organization. On the one hand, he accompanied 
Jiang Qing to Shanghai many times and, through Ke Qingshi, made his 
connections with Shanghai's "leftists" Zhang Chunqiao, Yao Wenyuan, and 
others. On the other hand, he also set up three bases in Beijing, 
namely: the Philosophical Institute of the Study Department, the 
— of Philosophy of Beijing University, and the Central Party 
School. 
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At the Central Party Sehool, he fostered the lafluence of Li Guangwen 
1262) 1684 2429), Dhae Jibin (6992 4767 1755), and others. 


Thue in contfel of these three “theoretical battiefielde,” Kang Sheng's 
ability te manipulate theory and die opinion wae greatly enhanced, 
During the Cultural Revolution, tfroope at these three bases became 
the handy auxiliaries of Kang Sheng and the “Gentral Cultural Revolution 
Crow ” 


The Trap of the “Pebruary Proposal” 


After euch careful, tightly arranged preparations of public opinion, by 
the time the Shanghel WEN HU] BAO published Yao Wayuan's “A Critique of 
of the New Wietorical Drama ‘The Diemieeal of Hairui’” the fuse of the 
Cultural Revolution wae already Lit. 


As to bow Mao Zedong wae going to work on the Cultural Revolution, Kang 
Sheng already had some specific ideas in mind. At the time the Cultural 
Revolution leading group wae the “Pive-Man Group” headed by Peng Zhen. 
Although Rang Sheng was also one of the five members, he knew that this 
group wae rot entirely in accord with Mao Zedong’s plane. ence, he 
accordingly eprang 4 trap, and thie trap was none other then the 
“Pebruary Proposal.” 


At that time, Peng Zhen ani others held a different view from that of 
"eo Ledong on the series of criticioms and etruggies that were teking 
place in the cultural realm, They did not agree to 1 gietering academic 
struggles 2¢ political etruggies without limitation, and they did not 
agree to infinitely expanding the struggies in the eultural reain. 
Hence, in the Pebruary Proposal” Peng Zhen suggested: “Everybody is 
equal before the truth.” He aleo demanded that criticiem be Limited 
to the resale of “academic discussion.” 


When Peng then first wrote hie “Pebruary Proposal,” Kang Sheng wae not 
necessarily wnaware of it. But be breathed not 4 word and purposely 

let Peng Zhen go ahead with the writing and let hin make the aletake of 
falling into the trap After Peng Zhen had finish « writing the 
“february Proposal,” Kang Sheng immediately reported it to Mao Zedong 
in secret, alleging that Peng Zhen had drafted it behind (Mao's) back, 
ané vehemently claiming that by turning “political struggles” inte 
“academic struggles” the “Pebruary Proposal” was geant to protect Wu Han

and others, Coneequentiy, the “PiveeMan Group” was disselved, and the 
"Centeal Cultural Revelution Grow, headed by Chen boda and Jiang Qing, 
came inte being, The four other persons of the “Pive=Man Group” ali 
suffered their fate, and Kang Sheng alone became a consultant te the 
"Central Cultural evolution Group.” 


Jointiy Drafting the “16 May Cireuler” 





While the "February Propesel” wae being criticised, Mao Zedong and Kang 
Sheng formulated the “le May Cleevlar” at the Hangzhou meeting. At the 
very beginning thle cireuiar declared the party Central Committee's 
decision! Diemies the “Pebruary Proposal”, diemies the “Vive=-Man 
Cultural Revolution Grea’: eetablieh a new Cultural Revolution group; 
and criticiee Penge Zhen by nome. Thie cireular alee called on everybody 
to “hold high the banner of the proletarian cultural revolution, 
thoroughly criticlee the bourgeois reactionary stand of those antiparty 
and antisocialist so-called ‘academic authorities,'” and expose those 
“bourgeois representatives who have eneaked inte the party, the govern- 
ment, the army and variows cultural realms.” “Some of these people have 
already been spotted by ue, but some have not yet been spotted; some are 
being trusted by ue and trained te become our successors; they are people 
like Kirushchev: they ore sleeping beside ue today; party committees at 
Various levele must pay full attention te this point.” This circular was 
iseved to county party committees, party committees of cultural organs, 
and army party committees at the regimental level. These bodies were 
asked to discuss and study it in contrast to Peng Zhen's “February 
Proposal.” 


Gathering Vata on Coup for Lia Biae 


Two days after the issuing of the “16 May Circular,” Lin Biao gave a 
fammus speech at an expanded session of the Central Political Bureau in 
which he extensively) discussed “the history of court coups” of the past 
and modern times, of China and foreign countries, pointing out that China 
today must guard against the outbreak of revolutionary coups. He also 
explained that liquidating Peng *hen, Lu Dingyi, Lo Ruiqing, and Yang 
Shangkun meant preventing coups. This speech by Lin Biao was drafted 
with the help of “ang Sheng, and those stories on court coups were all 
gathered and supplied by Kang Sheng. 


After the issuance of the “16 May Circular,” Kang Sheng further proceeded 
to plan the appearance of “the country’s very first big-character poster.” 


On 18 May, Fang Sheng sent his wife Cao Yiow [25860 6522 2962] to Beijing 
University to carry out liaison work with Nie Yuanei and let her write a 
big-character poster opening fire on the Beijing University Party Coa- 
mittee and the Beijing Municipal Party Committee. On 25 May, Nie 
Yuanzi's famous “Marxiet-Leninist big-character poster” was posted. in 
the beginning, nobody responded to her at Beijing University, and no 








email number of persons even indicated their opposition, On | June, 
following the arrangements of Mao Zedong and Kang Sheng and others, 
RENMIN RIBAO published this poster, added 4 commentator's article, and 
aleo issued an editorial, Thereafter, the decision on the reorganiza- 
tion ef the Beijing Municipal Party Committee was promulgated. Only 
then was the red-hot Cultural Revolution finally aroused, 


Intimate Cooperation: the Peak Period 


The Cultural Revolution period was the peak period in Kang Sheng's 
political life, At the Eighth Congrese, before the Cultural Revolution, 
Kang Sheng had been demoted to candidate membership in the Political 
Bureau. At the Ninth Congress, convened during the Cultural Revolution, 
he jumped two grades to become a member of the Standing Committee of the 
Political Bureau (at the time there were only five members on the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Political Bureau: Mao Zedong, Lin Biao, Zhou Enlai, 
Chen Boda, and Kang Sheng). Sy the 10th Congress, he jumped further to 
become 4 vice chairman of the party Central Committee. This was also the 
period when Kang Sheng was most intimately associated with Mao Zedong. 


As soon as the Cultural Revolution got started, Kang Sheng, through the 
lieutenants he had earlier placed a. the three bases, gained control over 
many Red Guard rebel groupe. These rebel groups became powerful instru- 
mente for them to deliver blows against political enemies, At that time, 
membere of the Central Cultural Revolution Group were active everywhere; 
they received the Red Guards, and they gave various seditious speeches. 
At Beijing University, Kang Sheng wrote a note in support of the 

“16 June” incident in which people were beaten; at Qinghua University 

he again supported Kual Dafu [5566 1129 1381] to seize Bo Yibo and not 
let him go. After Mao Zedong wrote “Bombard the Headquarters--My First 
Big-Character Poster” and received the Red Guards on "18 August,” the 

Red Guard rebel movement became even more cocky. The “five great student 
leaders” (Nie Yuangzi, Kuai Dafu, Tan Houlan [6223 0624 5695], Han Aijing 
[7281 1947 2533), and Wang Dabin [3769 1129 6333]) trained by Kang Sheng 
and others became the core leaders of the Red Guards. The Central 
Cultural Revolution Group regularly gave them various hints and direc- 
tives and let them pick out this one or struggle against that one. 


The ‘two newspapers and one journal” under the control of Kang Sheng and 
others now controlled public opinion and propaganda throughout the coun- 
try. The magazine HONGO! issued editorials in rapid succession insti- 
gating the rebe’ movement throughout the country. Countless organs 
became paralyzed; countless cadres were picked out for struggle; and the 
whole country was in chaos. 


By February 1967, a few old generale and vice premiers subject to the 
impact could bear it no longer; they carried out a small rebellion at 
Zhongnanhai, namely the so-called “February adverse current." At a 
discussion session they convened at Huairen Hall, the old generals took 
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great exception to “messing up the whele country,” “messing up the whole 
army" and “strugaling againet old cadres at random." They made many 
suggestions, Chen Yi aleo mentioned rectification in the Yanan area, 
saying: ‘When rectiiication wes going on in Yanan, many old cadres were 
rectified; the Rush=Save Movement alec mistakenly wronged many people. 
We were also subjected to attacks, Was not the premier himself sub= 
jected to attacks’ We must remember this lesson.” Chen Yi's words 
Stabbed at Kang Sheng's sore spot, but he showed no emotion at the time, 


After the conclusion of the rap session, Kang Sheng immediately insti- 
gated Zhang Chunqiao, Yao Wenyuan and Wang Li to go to Mao Zedong to 
make 4 com laint. The question of the rectification in Yanan touched 
hie deep-seated hatred, eo he wanted to arouse Mao Zedong's ire on the 
pretext of thie question, too, Exactly as he had expected, Mao Zedong 
listened to the briefing quietly at first, but he abruptly became angry 
when he heard that Chen Yi had mentioned the rectification in Yanan, 
exclaiming with heated breath: “What? Was the rectification in Yanan 
wrong’ Does he want to reverse the verdict? Does he want to invite 
Wang Ming back?" From Mao Zedong's anger, the Cultural Revolution fac- 
tion gained support, whereas those old generals and vice premiers were 
condemned as lieutenants of the ‘February adverse current.” 





People Who Died at the Hands of Kang Sheng 


During the Cultural Revolution, Kang Sheng, as consultant to the “Central 
Cultural Revolution Group,” served as head of the Central Organization 
and Propaganda Group and singlehandedly wielded great authority over 
organizational work, cadres' work, the party Central Committee's external 
liaison work, propaganda work, and Central Party School work. This was 
truly the peak period of Kang Sheng's power. 


Next, he wielded the power to try cadres; this again gave him an oppor- 
tunity to attack others. He kept a little notebook in which he regis- 
tered black notations of all sorts against others; with these materials 
he could at any time attack those whom he deemed unsatisfactory. During 
the Cultural Revolution, countless high-ranking cadres were persecuted 
by him. Liu Shaoqi's case was also handled by hia. 


In order to attach a renegade’s hat to Liu Shaogi, Kang Sheng had 
several times forced or induced An Ziwen, former minister of the Chinese 
Communist Party's Organization Department, to write out false testimony. 
In April 1967, when An Ziwen was overthrown and put under house arrest, 
he sent two persons to An Ziwen to talk to him, saying: “If you can 
write up something about Liu Shaogi's being a great renegade, you can 
immediately go to Diaoyutai to talk with the central leader. The car 
is waiting for you at your door.” An Ziwen asked: “Is this central 
leader Kang Sheng?" The two nodded their heads in agreement. An Ziwen 
took this rather resentfully, saying: “I have worked in the Central 
Organization Department for 21 years, but I have never heard that Liu 








Shaogl wae 4 great renegade, Hor have | seen any material indicating that 
Liu Shaoqi exhibited any reneging conduct. | have been to Diaoyutal, 

| have alao ridden in a Red Plag car; but i do not wish to go at this 
time, Nor do | wish to see Kang Sheng.” At the beginning of 1968, when 
An Ziwen was formally arrested and put in prison, Kang Sheng sent eowert. 
to look him up and say to him: “By proving Liu Shaogi to be a gt 
renegade, you can render a great service, and thie will aleo be o| great 
benefit to yourself, You knew very well what kind of place this is, You 
can come, and you can aleo go. Can it be that you are unwilling to be 
reviited with your wife and children?” An Ziwen said: "Not only do I 
wieh to be reunited with my dear ones, but I wish even more to work tor 
the party. Sut what I do not know I cannot relate at random.” The man 
then pointed out: “If you don't know, I can tell you.” An Ziwen smiled 
with contempt, saying: “Il know nothing; since you already know every= 
thing, you can go ahead and write it yourself, I canno: write." On the 
eve of the convening of the Ninth Congress, in 1969, Kang Sheng for the 
third time sent someone to the prison to look up An Ziwen. The man said: 
“Let me tell you some good news. The Ninth Congress is soon to open. 

if you can prove Liu Shaoqgi to be a great renegade, you will never be 
ill-treated, Naturally, it ie impossible for you to continue to serve as 
minister of the Central Organization Department, but it is still possible 
to remain a member of the Central Committee.” An Ziwen said: "I really 
de not understand. If 1 did, 1 would have reported chis to the party 
Central Committee and to Chairman Mao when | was working in the Central 
Organization Department. Please ask me no more about thie matter from 
now on.’ The man again said: “Please consider it again; thie is your 
last chance." An Ziwen replied: "Skip it. 1 don't know!” 


Although Kang Sheng and hie ilk were unable to obtain any proof from 

An Ziwen as to Liu Shaogi's being a renegade, they did still make use of 
various false proofs to denounce Liu Shaoqi as a “renegade, traitor, and 
scab.’ When Liu Shaoqi's crime was being fabricated, Kang Sheng still 
denounced the 61 persons, such as An Ziwen, Bo Yibo, etc., as the “clique 
of 61 renegades." To betray Zhou Enlai, Kang Sheng and the others adopted 
4 similar approach. They denounced as renegades a contingent of Chinese 
communist cadres whom warlord Sheng Shicai [4141 0013 2088) had detained 
in Xinjiang prisons. Among them, some, such as the third secretary of 
the Northeast Bureau, Ma Mingfang (7456 2494 2455], were persecuted to 
death. 


The cases of injustice created by Kang Sheng during the Cultural Revolu- 
tion were indeed even more sophisticated than those of the Rush-Save 
Movement. 


Hard To Escape the Meshes of the Law 
Kang Sheng died at just about the right time. It was just slightly more 


than a half year before Mao Zedong died that he met hie timely death. 
Hence, his cremated ashes were still able to be squeezed into Babsoshan, 














and even to remain there for a rather long time, Compared to his old 
friends Chen boda, Jiang Qing, etec., he was far luckier, indeed, 


However, 4 beautiful scene usually does not last very long. Recently, 
the Chinese Communist Party hae already started criticiaing Kang Sheng. 
At first hie name was not mentioned; he was only called “that theoreti- 
cal authority.” Later, however, hie name was finally unceremoniously 
publicized, An exhibit on Kang Sheng's criminal activities was even 
held in Beijing. The people's resentment against this fellow who 

gained hie fortune by harming others has been extremely great. Because 
too many have suffered at his hands, the people's hatred toward him has 
proven far greater than that toward some of the other overthrown persone. 


Although Kang Sheng has died, before the impersonal judge of history he 
will hardly escape the meshes of heavenly law in the end.

GAINS MADE IN REHABILITATING UNJUST, FRAMED-UP CASES

Fields; Guangdong Province Scores Significant Achievements in the 
Rehabilitation of Unjust, Framed-up, and Misjudged Cases") 


[Text) Editor's Note: The Guangdong Province 
Committee has spent over 2 years correcting and 
rehabilitating unjust, frased-up, and misjudged 
cases, and followup work has been done very well. 
Their experience proves that if leadership team 
at all levels will firmly and thoroughly carry out 
the party's policy and dare to expose questions, 
and if leadership comrades will penetrate the 
grassroots level to investigate and supervise, 
personally grasp some class examples, analyze and 
study, and promtly discover and resolve questions, 
within a short period of time it will be possible 
to complete the rehabilitation of unjust, framed-up, 
and misjudged cases efficiently. 





Rehabilitating unjust, framed-up, and misjudged 
cases and implementing policy are important for the 
strengthening of stability and unity, the promotion 
of prosperity in all fields, and the achievement of 
long-term public order. Party committees at all 
levels should certainly see this work through well 
#0 a8 to mobilize the initiative of the people 
better to promote the four modernizations with all 
their strength. 


Reporter Lei Lixing [7191 0500 5687) reports that the large-scale 
rehabilitation of unjust, framed-up, and misjudged cases, begun by 
Guangdong Province in 1978, has made significant achievements, and 
throughout the province a general situation of stability, unity and 
prosperity in all fields and a very good situation has appeared. 
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To heal the wounds lett by 10 years of disruption and to resolve a series 
of urgent political and social questions, the Guangdong Provincial Party 
Committee began a rectification campaign in June 1978 and started working 
to rehabilitate unjust, framedeup, and misjudged cases and implement 
various policies on a provincial scale. For 2 yeare now, the Guangdong 
Provincial Party Committee has grasped this work firmly, carried out 
supervision and promotion promptly, and adopted effective measures to 
make the work proceed etep by etep. Now che overwhelming majority of 
unjuet, framed-up, and misjudged cases in the province, no matter which 
first-level organization or which leadership group is involved, have 

been basically rehabilitated and corrected by seeking truth from facts. 
Over 600 framed<up cases involving collectives of over 50,000 people 

have all been corrected. Councervevolutionary cases judged while Lin 
Biao and the "gang of four" were running rampant have all been reinvesti- 
gated, and over 9,000 cases among them which were unjust, framed-up, or 
misjudged have all been rehabilitated. Of the more than 8,000 unjust, 
framed-up, or mie judged cases which came about because of “overseas 
relations,” 93 percent have been rehabilitated. During the 10 years of 
disorder, a large group of cadres in the province were put on record and 
investigated, incorrect conclusions were drawn with regard to many cadres, 
and many were punished mistakenly; however, they have now been reinvesti- 
gated, the incorrect conclusions have been corrected, and over 7,100 of 
them who were dismissed from their positions, expelled from the party, 

or expelled from public office have had their punishment voided or 
reduced, 


The so-called “strategic dispersal” of September 1966 and the "two with- 
drawals and one insertion” of 1970 (forcing cadres to withdraw from 
office, to withdraw from employment, and to go and settle in the country- 
side) forced over 29,000 cadres to withdraw from office and disperse. 

For the past few years this has been undergoing correction, so that now 
those who are able to work have been brought back and work has been found 
for them. Of the more than 4,000 cadres who were mistakenly punished and 
ordered to resign after the "four clean-ups movement,” over 80 percent 
have already been recalled. 


Investigations have been conducted everywhere of the cadres who met 
unusual deaths because of the fascist dictatorship, the "down with 
everything,” and the "comprehensive civil war" incited by Lin Biao and 
the “gang of four,” with the result that new conclusions have been 
drawn regarding 99.5 percent of the deceased. Work to rectify the cases 
of those who were mistakenly termed rightwing elements in the province 
has already been completed, and many useful, talented people once again 
have secured employment. Last year, throughout the province, the 
removal of labels from the four kinds of elements who have reformed 

was comprehensively completed. 


To see to it that policy is implemented well, in May of this year the 
organization section of the provincial party committee held a conference 














on implementing cadre policy, in which responsible comrades from local, 
municipal and provincial organe participated to compare the supervieton 
of policy implementation, to discuss 13 classic cases of failure to 
implement policy, to mobilize everyone to look for places untouched by 
the movement, to raise questions, to look for causes, and to demand that 
everywhere within a month or two--after reexamining cases which a . till 
designated as contradictions between the enemy and us and involve expul- 
sions from public jobs and the party--a very careful attitude be adopted 
and, one by one a comprehensive examination be carried out again in 
accord with the demande of the Central Committee. 


Now throughout the province they are still stepping up the conclusion of 
policy implementation, The key point of the work is to reexamine the 
over 370 cases and over 2,200 persons who, after investigation, were 
etill declared cases of contradictions between the enemy and us and 

were expelled from public jobe and the party. Each case will be 
"reconsidered" and reexamined. The Guangdong Provincial Party Committee 
emphasizes that we should certainly learn the correct handling of con- 
tradictions among the people and absolutely not allow confusion of the 
boundaries between the two kinds of contradictions, and that we should 
certainly treat correctly those cacres who have made mistakes.

IMPORTANCE OF THE PARTY AFTER THE REVOLUTION EXPOUNDED 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 26 Aug 80 p 4 


[Article by Dai Xueji [2071 1331 4402): "On ‘the Revolutionary Army 
Rises; the Revolutionary Party Vanishes'") 


[Text] "The revolutionary army rises; the revolutionary party van- 
ishes" was a slogan which once produced a considerable influence. 
Reportedly it was originated by Zhang Taiyan (4545 1132 )508} after 
the Wuchang Uprising, but the truth wae never clarified. At a 
speech on 10 October 1933 in Suzhou, Zhang Taiyan openly declared: 
After the Wuchang Uprising, when Huang Xing [7806 5261) was in Han- 
yang, he "consulted me on expanding the Tongmeng Association. I 
answered him with: ‘The revolutionary army rises; the reyolutionary 
party vanishes.’ Keqiang [0344 1730] did not accept it."* One may 
say that it was the strongest evidence to attribute the slogan to 
Zhang Taiyan. 


Zhang Taiyan was in Japan during the Wuchang Uprising. A little more 
than a month later, in the latter part of the 9th month of the lunar 
calendar (mid-November, solar calendar), he returned to Shanghai. 
Huang Xing arrived in Hankou on the 7th day of the 9th month (28 Oc- 
tober) to take charge of the war. On the 12th day of the 9th month 
(2 November, solar calendar), the Qing army fought ite way into the 
urban area of Hankou, and the revolutionary army retreated to Han- 
yang. From then until the 7th day of the 10th month (27 November, 
solar calendar), during the 20 plus days when Hanyang was in enemy 
hands, Huang Xing remained in Hanyang in command of the revolutionary 
army. It should be at this time that Huang Xing consulted Zhang Tai- 
yan on “expanding the Tongmeng Association." Zhang Taiyan, by reply- 
ing that "the revolutionary army rises; the revolutionary party 
vanishes," advocated abolishing the Tongmeng Association which led 
the Revolution of 1911. 











Not long thereafter (between 5 days and 1 month), on the i2th day of 
the 10th month, lunar calendar (2 December, solar calendar), in his 
telegraphic reply to Tan Renfeng [6223 0086 7685) and others in Wue 
chang, Zhang Talyan reiterated the slogan and hie views, The full toxt 
of the telegram is as followss "Military governor of Wuchang anc hesere 
Tan Renfeng and others: Received your telegram, The revolutionary 
army rises; the revolutionary vanishes, The country belongs to the 
people. Only thus will the difficulties be overcome. According to 
your telegram, by rallying the revolutionary party members witi the 
revolutionary party members, you wish to organize the government with 
one party. If you adhere to this view, popular support will disinte- 
grate. If you can fight, fight. If not, do not dierupt the overal} 
situation with party views, Zhang Binglin [4545 3521 7792]. Wen." 


It was not 4 personal communication, but a telegram in plain code, 
and published in the newspapers. Therefore, it produced a great in- 
fluence. The feudal bureaucrats and politicians rose up and respond- 
ed. Zhang Jian {1728 6190], a leadership figure of the 
Conetitutionaliet faction, wrote Huang King and declared arrogantly: 
"In short, it ie urgent to unify military affaires, and the most im 
portant premise for doing so is tu abolish the name of the party as 
proposed by Zhang Tatyan. This requires confidential planning be- 
tween 4vou and Mr Sun Yat-sen, to be formally announced by Mr Sun and 
you." It was rare for a leading figure of the Constitutionalist 
faction to make such an open demand to a leader of the revolutionary 
faction to “abolish the name of the party,” 1. e., to dissolve the 
organization of the Tongmeng Association. One can imagine the ram- 
pancy and arrogance of thie force in society at that time. 


Not long thereafter, on 25 December 1911, Sun Yat-sen arrived at 
Shanghai from abroad. The moment he landed, he immediately sensed 
the gravity of the atmosphere. He said: “I arrived in Shanghai in 
December, and I sensed an odd atmosphere. What was it? It was the 
saying that ‘the revolutionary army rises; the revolutionary party 
vanishes’ spread by certain bureaucrats and revolutionary party mem- 
bers. At that time, the idea permeated the environment and rgiced 
echo everywhere, and was unbreakable. I was indeed baffled." 

that time, the headquarters of the Tongmeng Association had moved 
from Tokyo, Japan, to Shanghai and emerged from underground. To 
boost the revolutionary morale and clarify the fighting goal, the 
association, under the leadership of Sun Yat-sen, held discussions, 
formulated a provisional constitution and made a deciaration. Pin- 
pointing at the situation discussed above, the declaration stated: 
“Hanyang has now fallen again, and the enemy trows are still in evi- 
dence. The outcome is unpredictable.... Yet the cowardly in our 
party spread the saying that ‘the revolutionary army rises; the revo- 
lutionary party vanishes’ and openly published it in the newspapers. 

















It ie moet odd, Not only falling to understand the pros and cons, 
but they are ignorant of the principles upheld by this association 
seve Like a cornered tiger, the prime culprit haa not been extermi- 
nated, and the success or fatlure cannot be foreseen. Even if suc- 
cessful, would the responsibilities of our party end here?.... Our 
party does not uphold just nationalism alone," 


Without naming names, but only meniioning “the cowardly in our party," 
it was actually referring to Zhang Taiyan's telegram which was "open- 
ly published in the newspapers." At this time, Zhang Taiyan had left 
the Tongmeng Association and joined the Constitutionaliete and the 
Old bureaucrate. His views actually reflected the demands of the 
conservative forces and suited the needs of the old bureaucrats and 
the Constitutionalists. Sun Yat-sen was a sincere democratic revolu- 
tionary. He adhered to the Three People's Principles, struggling for 
them until the final end. Meanwhile, he paid serious attention to 
the active role of che revolutionary political party, and felt that 
"party affairs are the originating cause of the revolution; before 
the success of the revolution, the party must serve as its life; 
after its success, the party must absolutely be used to maintagn it 
-++» Running the perty ie more important than anything else." 
Therefore, he strongly oppose! the slogan that "the revolutionary 
army rises; the revolutionary party vanishes" and the view represent- 
ed by it. Until the end of his life, he gave serious attention to 
the building and > +inforcement of the revolutionary political party 
organization. In the important speeches in his late years, time and 
again he stressed that the revolutionary party was the root of the 
state. "We must pay special attention and properly cultivate the 
root." Once more he opposed the slogan that “the revolutionary army 
rises; the revolutionary party vanishes," pointing out its grave dan- 
gers to the revolutionary cause. In his speech entitled "We Must 
Create a True People's Republic of China” of 16 May 1920, for ins- 
tance, he said: “I feel that, no matter at what time, when the ,revo-~ 
lutionary army rises, the revolutionary party must not vanish." In 
his inauguration speech at the first national congress of the Chinese 
Guomindang held in Guangzhou on 20 January 1924, he again said: 

"What kind of deception did we suffer from the Qing bureaucrats? The 
mind of the comrades in general was too simple. They saw that, after 
the Wuchang Uprising, all the provinces unanimously supported the re- 
volution, and the bureaucrats who had opposed it also endorsed it. 
Therefore, the revolutionary party, 4 minority, was encircled by the 
large number of bureaucrats. Those bureaucrats said: ‘The revolu- 
tionary army rises; the revolutionary party vanishes.' The revolu- 
tionary party at that time also endorsed this view. Thereupon, 
everyone agreed in unison. Today, we have only the world of the war- 
lords, but not the achievements of the revolutionary party. There- 
fore, the revolutionary party r ne unsuccessful even now. It is 
the main reason for our failure."” Here, though Sun Yat-sen mistook 














the Qing bureaucrats a8 the originators of the slogan, the lesson of 
failure of the 1911 Revolution summarized by him was significant. In 
other word, after the Wuchang Uprising, the revolutionary party mem- 
bers, under the influence of the slogan, rashly compromised with the 
bureaucrats, warlords and politicians, who were the representatives 
of the feudal force. 


Zhang Taiyan was the originator of the slogan. That it won the ®up- 
port of a considerable number of the people in the revolutionary fac- 
tion and became a tool of the bureaucrats, politicians and Constitu- 
tionalists was not incidental, By refusing to accept ict, Huang Xing 
indicated that he did not endorse it. Realizing ite error and dan- 
ger, Sun Yat-sen immediately took charge of the meetings of the head- 
quarters of the Tongmeng Association, made known of his attitude in 
his statements, and repeatedly warned against it. It indicated that, 
though Sun and Huang, a8 representetives of the bourgeois democratic 
revolutionary faction, were unable to emancipate themselves from the 
weaknesses and the tendency toward compromise inherent in the class 
represented by them and made various mistakes, on the momentous issue 
of the revolutionary political party leading the revolutionary cause, 
a fundamental split occurred between them, especially Sun Yat-sen, 
and Zhang Taiyan. It was also an important factor for their parting 
of the ways later on, the former progressing continuously and remain- 
ing revolutionary from beginning to end while the latter becoming 
ever more conservative and regressive and reverting to the old ways.

RESPONSIBILITY SYSTEM, OWNERSHIP SYSTEM DISCUSSED

[Text] Not long ago, I accompanied a responsible comrade from the Chu 
County Party Conmittee to the countryside. Explaining conditions, he 
said that there is a knack in inspection work. Wherever you go, there 
is no need to ask around, because you would know how the responsibility 
system is working as soon as you look at the fields. Where do you look? 
First, you look at the quality of the farm work. For example, are the 
people there milling around in groupe, doing half-hearted work, lean- 
ing on their hoes and watching the fun wherever it comes from? Then 
you know without question that they are "working in a sloppy manner." 
Conversely, if there are relatively few people working in a sullen 
mood, and when a car passes by, it is ignored by many who continue 
their work without raising their heads, then you know without question 
that the responsibility system is working well there. Bearing in mind 
the experience of this leading comrade, I visited a number of communes 
and brigades, and found that he was right. 


The facts prove that today, under conditions where primarily manual 
labor is used, if a division of responsibility is implemented, the same 
farm task will generally be carried out with higher efficiency and 
better quality if it is done separately rather than collectively. The 
more specific and clear-cut the responsibility system, the better the 
results. Nevertheless, some people often fail to distinguish between 
the scope of the ownership of the means of production and the scope of 
labor organization in production, taking them as one and the same. For 
these people, it seems that the more people work together, the more 
advanced the farming system is, and a division of responsibility calling 
for fewer people working together is a "retrogression."” That is an 
important reason why a number of localities have been unable to over- 
come “working in a sloppy manner” in production over a long period of 
time. Actually, the size of a labor organization in production, such 
as a team, a household, or a person, should be determined by the need 
to boost labor efficiency and by the farming requirements as well as

Divielon ef labor and cooperation refiect the superiority of collective 
economy, The reason why the socialiet syeten te superior ie that the 
means of production are under public ownershi; and production can be 
organized based on the needs of production, if there is fo clear-cut 
division of labor and 4 responsibility eyetem, then work is done in a 
“sloppy aanner,” and in the aanner of “es aware of hornets,” making it 
impossible to bring into full play che superiority of 4 collective 
economy. “Working in a sloppy qanner” and in the aenner of “a evere 

of hornete” are the results of the ultra-left line in rural areas, They 
have produced serious and disastrous resulte in production. The masses 
have lone been utterly disgusted with them, condemning such practices 
with the following werses: “Riding in 4 fancy boat beating a big 
drum, when the drum is broken, it is at collective expense,” and “In 
starting work, one waite for others, in the course of work, one watches 
others, and in quitting work, one beate others,” and so forth 


The division of labor and individualien are two totaliy different con- 
cepts. However, 4 number of comrades often are accumstomed to looking 
at the surface of 4 problem, taking “doing work in 4 sloppy manner,” 
and in the aanner of “a ewarm of hornets” a6 being “large in sige and 
collective in nature,” while referring to the division of labor as 
“working based on individuaiiem.” In the past, 4 few photographs and 
movies in reflecting the vigor of the masses in production usually 
showed 4 sea of people running with baskets on poles, and it seemed that 
if thie waen't the case then there was no reflection of the vigor of 
the masses, Actualiy, that was juet 4 show to impress the audience. if 
any consideration is given to economic results, in no way should real 
production be done in that aanner.

LIVING CONDITIONS OF BANBHAN PRODUCTION BRIGADE FISHERMEN IMPROVED 
Beijing RENMIN RIBAO in Chinese 21 Jul 80 p 2

of Fishermen at Sanshan Production Brigade") 


[Text] The fishermen of the Sanshan Production Brigade in Echeng County, 
Hubei Province, often used to recall the suffering of the old society 
and think over the source of their present happiness, Wow they recall 
the sadness of “reclaiming lake bottom land for crop use,” and think 
over the joy of adapting methods to local situations. 


Arduous but without Building an Enterprise 


There are more than 480 households consisting of more than 2,730 people 
in the Sanshan Production Brigade. During the 10 years of the Great 
Cultural Revolution, young girle would think of marrying and going away 
even before they were old enough to marry, and only slightly more than 
10 males were able to find 4 wife. Girls from other places were unwill- 
ing to marry into the area. They said, "We don't dislike your men, and 
we don’t dislike your homes, but we do dislike going to Sanshan and 
becoming sired in the mud!” 


Sanshan had once been an island in a lake where one saw mountains 
immediately upon coming out of his door and where one had to take a boat 
to go anyplace. The people did not have 4 single fen of fields or a 
single mu of land; 411 they had was 100,000 au of water surface. Gen- 
eration after generation depended on the water for wealth and on fishing 
for a living. Before Liberation, the Sanshan Lake was forcibly occu- 
pied by “lake owners.” “The waters of Sanshan are very, very deep. 

The Sanshan fishing island is 4 hell. With broken boats and rotten 
nets, it is difficult to pay one’s debts. Nine out of 10 households 

are heartbreakingly hungry.” Following Liberation, the fishermen made 

a new start in life and their livelihoods became better. For every 
mouthful of fish, they had 4 mouthful of rice. Without fis, they would 
not eat rice, and without cakes they would not drink tea. In 1962, 

they caught more than 1.16 million jin of fish for an average of about 
500 jin per person. 











But a8 everyone knows, good situations do net endure for long, and in 
1965 a guet of wind came blowing, "Rivers and lakes are no good for 
gtowing efain, Thies isnot learning from Dachai!" The fishermen were 
forced to tear down hille to budld dikes, and the fishing boate were 
obliged to haul rocks and dirt, By 1969, 7 hille had been hauled away, 
} mountain tops cut off and 7 truckloads of piles driven, Tie ao ©) 
dike wae 16 |i long, > meters wide and 4 metere high, and then construc- 
tion of the north dike began, But the fishing nets became fests for 
rats, and the fish hooke became like rusty nails, More than 770 of the 
more than 380 fishing boate were destroyed, The fishermen could only 
ewallow their sadness and say: “The brigade is really finiehed by the 
blind blocking of the lake, A dike taking 3 years has been built; the 
boats have been emashed and capital lost! 


The old fishermen who sighed at the times=-<thoes who could tell how 
deep the water by looking at its color, or how numerous the fish by 
listening=-never dreamed that the day would come when they would have 

to till the fields, Standing before these several thousan! wu of newly 
made fields, heroes with no place to display their prowese, they did not 
know what to do with their hands and feet. The sesame wae planted on 

15 March, and both the early and lete rice were planted at the same 
time, Stones rolled around and seedlings were pulled from « handful. 
The early rice ripened early, and the barnyard millet grew into something 
that looked like gaocliang. Later on several wivee from the grain belt 
were brought in to take charge of brigade affairs, but thie was still 

of no help. 


The mud lay so deep in the lake fields that neither machines nor oxen 
could be used to plow them. Inetead, people had to drag the plows and 
pull the harrows. Men sank into the mud above their knees, so ail they 
could do wae crawi on 411 fours. Saddest of all wos in July 1975 when 
the great dike ruputured, drowning the early rice crop and filling the 
fields with madly jumping fish. <A person representing the higher author- 
ity said, “Can fresh fish take the place of rice? It is better to grow 
grain!" “If grain is not raised to a higher plane, nothing elee matters!" 
They pressed the fishermen in this way to drain the water away and pliant 
4 mid-season crop of rice. The fish fell dead everywhere and stank for 
several months. The fishermen cried within their hearts: "Firewood 

that has been fetched for a thousand daye is burned in a single biaze; 
the travail of a thousand years is washed away by «4 single surge of 
water. Beating ducks to get them to roost is like having one's heart 

cut with a chopper.” One dark night, Yuan Jinghou [5913 6855 3166) and 
fishermen from 8 households slipped away in a boat when no one was avare, 
fleeing to the aquatic products breeding farm at Pengze County in 

Jiangsi Province. Later on another seven familie: also fled. 


Who knew of the sadness of the fishermen from Sanshan’? In 1969, the 
deeds of the fishermen from Sanshan appeared in the newspaper. The 
newspaper praised them as models for “building an enterprise through 








arduous efiort,” The fishermen didn't know whether to laugh or ery. 
"The newepaper told only half the truth! Arduous we were indeed! But 
it was arduous without building an enterprise, Inetead, it was the 
destruction of an enterprise=-the destruction of the fishing ente prise 
of our forefathers that has been followed for several generations!" 


Restoration of the Porefathers' Enterprise and the Growth of the Fore= 
fathers’ Enterprise 


Ae of September 1978, the fishermen of Sanshan made another new begin- 
ning and had another liberation, The old secretary of the brigade, Li 
Xianeqian [262) 0686 0467) said, “Because of the climate, the productiv- 
ity of the soil and the wili of the people, the County CCP Committee has 
decided that we should be fishermen primarily. ‘Anyone who has water but 
does not drink it, preferring to move 4 mountain inetead, or anyone who 
has gold and does not dredge for it but smelts copper instead is a 

big fool,’” 


The entire brigade became very spirited at once and people spoke out 

one after another. Everyone wanted not only the restoration of the 
ancestral enterprise but growth of it as well, Formerly they had only 
fished but did no breeding. Now they both fish and breed. Formerly 

they did nothing but fish and did not farm. Now they both fish and farm. 
The better fields have been brought to maturity and after more than 10 
years of flailing around, quite a few people have learned to farm. 
“Having turned one big corner, they are unable to turn still another 

big corner.” 


Old fisherman, Yuan Zhisheng (5913 4249 4141] had stayed at home for 
several years. He said, “Learning to play a bugle at 80 years of age. 
Nothing doing!" Now he has returned once again to pulling the oars on 
a boat. More than 50 old men in the brigade who had not gone to work 
for many years have come out to pitch in, giving their strength and 
donating their knowledge to the fishing industry. They say, "Now 

that the road is straight and the winds smooth, the will will come." 
Fourteen of the 15 households that fled with Yuan Jinghou have returned. 


The production brigade has prescribed scientific farming and the breeding 
of fish according to plan. On high ground there is farming; in shallow 
places lotus is grown, and in low places fish are bred. Fish breeding 
stock farms, pearl propagation farms and fielde for the growing of fish 
food are being operated, and ponds for raising superior quality fish have 
been dug. The production brigade and 10 small teams have set up a 
fishing organization. Avenues for production are numerous. Those who 
can make beams make beams, and those who can make pillars make pillars, 
with everyone having some place to display his talents. Within a year's 
time, the old vitality has been restored, Within 10 years one will be 
unable to see a single poor fisherman. Last year average per capita 
income was 154 yuan. Additionally, they have cleared up 100,000 yuan

in debts, More than JO families have built new houses, in last year 
alone, more than 50 couples were married, and there will be more than 
that thie year, On even-numbered days, people frequently marry and 
invite everybody to see a movie, Formerly the fishermen would not be 
able to see more than three or four movies 4 year, Now they see | iree 
of four movies a month when people invite them to marriages plus T 
the brigade has screenings. 


"The reclamation of lake bottom land for the growth of crops was over- 
done." It was not just the Sanehan Brigade alone that suffered this 
sorrow, There are |,000 lakes in Hubei Province, and ae of 1977 only 

a lake~surface area of 4,3 million @u remained, a decrease of 8.) 
million mu eince the 1950's, accompanied by a major decrease in the 
amount of aquatic products, Authorities concerned in Hubei Province 
are in process of taking vigorous measures to correct these mistakes 
and some preliminary resulte are already apparent. The Sanshan Produc- 
tion Brigade is one example, It is believed that in the not too dietant 
future, through the Wuchang Fish Production Site, Hubei Province wil!

Modern Science and Technology and the Reform of Higher Education") 


[Text] Since the 1940's in the 20th century, science and technology have 
made great strides in development. How, in this scientific and technolo- 
gical revolution of unprecedented scale, higher education as a scientific 
potential should carry out necessary reforms is a very important question 
facing the people. Here we would like to provide a rudimentary exploration 
as to the direction of such reform of our higher education in conjunction 
with the developing situation with respect to science and technology. 


1. The occurrence of “knowledge explosion" requires that higher education, 
on the premise of transmitting basic knowledge, place its emphasis on the 
training of the student's intellect. 


The rapid and vigorous development of modern science and technology leads 
to a precipitous increase in scientific knowledge in a short period; this 
phenomenon is symbolically called “knowledge explosion." 


This phenomenon of a "knowledge explosion" poses a serious challenge to the 
“warehouse theory" in pedagogy. The “warehouse theory" holds that “the 
brain is the warehouse for storing facts," teaching means filling up this 
"warehouse" with knowledge, and to learn is to harvest knowledge; the mre 
facts one learns, the mre knowledge one harvests, the more one becomes 
learned. Hence, the “warehouse theory" pays a great deal of attention to 
memory. 


Scientific research indicates that the cerebrum has four functional areas: 
one is the receptive area, which receives sensual perceptions from the 
outside world; the second is the storage area, which collects and 
systematizes such sensual perceptions; the third is the critical area, 
which appraises the new information received; and the fourth is the 
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imaginative area, which combines existing knowledge with the new information 
in accordance with the new mode, From this, we can see that the storage 
function te but a part of the cerebral functions; if we merely regard the 
cerebrum as a “warehouse for storing facte,' we are likely to cause an 
exaggeration of tte storage function and supprean ite three other func! tone 
But plenty of facte in the hiatory of science prove that it .5 tap ose 'bie 
for those who lack the critical and the imaginative faculties (9 a 
outstanding contributions to setentfie enterprives 


Even @ore important te the fact that thie “knowledge explosion,” with new 
knowledge surging forth in mountainous waves, makes it impossible for tite 
“warehouse,” the cerebrum, to accommodate such huge amounte of knowledge. 
According to the atatiatics of Weet German scholar (Hagen Beinhauer) “a 
sclentiet today, even if he works day and night, can only read 5 percent of 
the world's publicactone tn hie special field.” Poreign data in paychology 
indicate that the amount a college etudent remembers from listening to an 
academic report ia reduced to WO percent after 6 daye, and to only 20 percent 
after a month. Therefore, even if a college student pute hie Life on the 
Line in studying, he still cannot etudy, of remember, ali the knowledge he 
will need in hie future work. Consequentiy, the simple transmission of 
knowledge f@ no longer the only function of higher education. tt ts 
necessary, along with the tranemisa.on of knowledge, to pay attention to 
training the etudent's intellect, to train the person receiving education 
to come up with a complicated structure of knowledge, and thereby help the 
person receiving an education to master the interrelationship between various 
kinds of knowledge, effectively control his knowledge, and make it useful. 
Simply put, the purpose of education is not to proffer “gold” to the student 
but to teach the etudent the “golden touch.” To train a student's intellect 
is mainiy co train his ability to think, hie ability to express himelf, 

and hie ability of organization and management. 


The ability to study by oneself includes the ability to read academic works 
and scientific and technological journals, the ability to search for 
documentary data and scientific and technological journals, the ability to 
search for documentary data and scientific and technological tnformation, 
and che ability to uee many kinds of study toole with dexterity. To train 
college students to study by themselves today is equivalent to raising the 
efficiency of scientific research tomrrow. The ability to conduct research 
includes the ability to observe objective things and documentary data and 
analyze chem, the ability to carry out basic experiments, and the ability 

to come up with pertinent designe. The ability to think includes the ability 
to appraise, the ability to create, the ability to imagine, and the 

ability to summarize and generalize. Ability of expression means ability 

of oral expression, ability of written expression, ability of expression 

by curves and charts, and ability of expression by mathematica! calculations. 
And the ability to organize and manage includes the ability to drafc plans, 
the ability to make decisions, and the ability to provide direction and 
control. Practice in scientific research has proven that {tf a researcher 
lacks the specific ability to draft plane, to make decisions, and to provide 
direction and control, he will be incapable of undertaking ecientific 
research. 
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In a word, aodern higher education should, along with "transmission of 
knowledge," put emphasis on training the student's intellect and, in the 
process of educational reform, carry out exploration in a deepening way in 
respect to such areas ae how to strengthen baste training, select choice 
teaching materials, guide the etudente in methods of atudy, strengthen 
scientific experiments, etc. 


2. The acceleration of the "“knowiedge-obsolescence cycle" requires that 
higher education atrengthen baste theoretical education, continuously 
refurbish ite program, and stress “lifelong education.” 


Since the beginning of the present century there has been a rapid increase 
in new eclentific and technological achievements. Some people in foreign 
countries think that the new discoveries and new inventions in science 

and technology since che 1960's have been more numerous than those of the 
past 2,000 yeare combined; in the field of espace technology alone, mre 

than 12,000 kinds of new products and new techniques which never existed 
before have appeared. Because of the rapid increase in the new achievements 
of actence and technology, because of the reduction of the cycie from 
acientific invention or discovery to application, and because of the 
acceleration of che speed of obsolescence of new techniques and new products, 
the obsolescence cycle of sctentific knowledge has also been correspondingly 
accelerated. According to available statistics, the knowledge-obsolescence 
cycle in the 18th century was 80 to 90 years; from the 19th to the 20th 
century it was reduced to 30 years; during the past 50 years it has been 
further reduced to 15 years; and today the knowledge-obsolescence cycle 

in some fields has been stil) further reduced to 5-10 years. 


The acceleration of this knowledge-olsclescence cycle makes new demands 

on higher education. Firet of all, it is necessary to energetically 
strengthen basic theoretical teaching. Only by letting students master 
broad and profound basic theories and basic knowledge will it be possible 
for them to adapt more smoothly to the daily changing new situations after 
graduation. Secondly, it is necessary to continue to refurbish programs 
and renew the contents of teaching materials so as to enable students to 
master the newest scientific and technological knowledge. 


Because of the accelerated development of science and technology and the 
concomitant acceleration of che obsolescence cycle, it is necessary to prom ce 
lifelong education. There are those in foreign countries who think that a 
college student can obtain only about 10 percent of the knowledge he needs 
while ‘n school, and all the remaining 90 percent of knowledge can be 
obtained only if he continues to learn in his work. Therefore, to rely 
merely on what one can learn in school--that is to say, the concept of "one- 
time education"--is already out of date. We should advocate “repeated 
education,” “lifelong education,” and “learn as long ae one lives"; 
otherwise, even if one excels with brilliance at one particular time, one 
cannot avoid eventually becoming “exhausted in one's talent" someday. 

Insofar as the educational departments are concerned, the duty of the teacher 
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is to eontinue to bring the information on new technological achievements 
to the students; only thus can "a famous teacher foster highly calented 
atudente."” Hence, the lifelong education of teachers in schoola of higher 
learning tu of tmportant concern to us. 


5, The high degree of differentiation and high degree of subject combination 
is one of the important characteristics of the developmenc of woder: 

acience and technology. In the case of earider natural actence, the 
classification of subjects was relatively siople, but the clasealification 

of moders natural ectence has become more and more minute, and branches 

have become more and more numerous. In addition, subjects have come to 
penetrace and overlap with each other to produce many marginal subjecta, 

At presenc, the classification of subjects numbers as many as 7,000, 
According to statietice of the U.S. National Research Commission and the U.N. 
Education, Scientific and Cultural Organization, today's basic acience 
already has mre than 500 principal specialties, and today's technological 
actence provides 412 flelds of specialization. 


But nature is a unified whole--a multilayered, multistructured, multtseries, 
complete network. Along with the continued deepening of perception, the 
tendencies of comprehensive combination and general convergence of science 
and technology are becoming more and mre conspicuous. Suc! developing 
tendencies require that the structure of higher education develop in the 
direction of a comprehensive combination and that it pay attention to the 
establishment of a “crose-subject" etructure of scientific research and 
teaching. It must take advantage of the beneficial conditions of multiple 
subjects, versatile manpower, and complete equipment at the universities 

to energetically develop a multidepartmental organizational form, break down 
the hiscorical barriers between individual departments and subjects, carry 
out comprehensive research, and solve together advanced scientific research 
projects which we can hardly conquer by relying on a single subject. Today, 
our higher institutions have also started to establish mul tidepartmental 
scientific research and teaching organizations, such as biomedical engineer- 
ing departments, environmental science institutes, etc. Practice proves 
that establishing various comprehensive "croess-subject", or multidepart- 
mental, organizational forms is one of the important measures in the reform 
of higher education. 


Another research issue brought to higher education by the developing trend 
of the comprehensive combination of science and technology is how to treat 
the relationship between the training of "generalists" end the training 
of “specialists,” and, along with the training of “specialists,” what 
emphasis to put on the grasping of "generalist education." The so-called 
"generalist" means a talented person who has one or two special fields 

of knowledge but whose general knowledge is broad and foundation | ikewise 
solid. “Speciality” is real talent and genuine knov iedge; “generality” is 
also real talent and genuine knowledge. The United States has done a 
five-year survey of the dissertations, achievements, and promotions, etc, 
of 1,311 scientists and discovered ti. © ¢ very many of them were 
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“spectaly ite” who were good only at singie specialties, and that moat of 
them go: where Chey were by general talent and knowledge. Today, among 

the Nobe, Prize winnera not a few are “generalists” who are engaged in 
comprehensive studies. Ac present, higher inacitutions in foreign countries 
pay 4 great deal of attention to generaliat education. In order to train 
"generaliace,” many univereicies ecress the importance of comprehensive 
subjects when formulating thelr ceaching plans, and strengthen "inter- 
disciplinary” research, In the provision of programa, they atrese the mutual 
penetration and overlapping of the arte and sciences, so as to make the 
contenta of subjects comprehensive. In order to promcte the mutual over 
lapping of the orte and sclences, they seek to reduce the number of credit 
hours of required subjeccte and increase those of elective subjects. 


The provision of programa in our higher inecitutions was deeply influenced 
by the practice of the Soviet Union in the 1950's, with the arts separated 
from the sciences, and schools of the sciences separated from the schools of 
engineering. Areas of specialization were usually narrow, subjects 
numerous, and classifications too trivial. In order to accelerate the pace 
of reform in our higher education, it is necessary to organize "multi- 
departmental” teaching and scientific research institutions, strengthen 

the effort to make the contents of subjects comprehensive, experiment with 
the adoption of a credit system, increase the number of elective courses, 
and make arts and science subjects penetrate each other so as to train fine 
talents who are well adapted to the developing situation of science and 
technology. 


4. Along with the continued expansion of the scale of scientific research 
and enterprise management, a demand is also made of higher institutions 

that they strengthen their inscruction of knowledge of management and stress 
the training of management talent. 


First of all, from the scale of scientific research, it can be seen that 
early scientific research work all consisted mainly of individual research, 
or required at mst the participacion of a few necessary assistants, and 
then everything could be carried out. in the latter half of the 19th 
century, along with the increase in subject classifications and the 
development of electric power industries, it had already become impossible 
to solve major scientific and technological problems by reiying on the 
research of individual scientists. There thus emerged certain collective 
mdes of research, which got scientists together for given research 
objectives; there also emerged research on a national scale and even research 
on an international scale. Because che scale of scientific research 
became larger and larger, there was a need to plan, to coordinate, to 
manage, and foretell [the need for] such research by scientific methods. 
For instance, what to research? what to develop? how to research? how to 
expand?... A series of questions like these requires the very service of 
management science. If management is well done, indeed, the results 
achieved may be twice as great as the effort put in, and sizable economic 
effects may also be brought about.

\O- year catastrophe, the original pathetic number of ganagement espe  ieities 
and inetitutes of Finance and economies were eliminated. At present, our 
students aajoring in @anagement and econosics gake up only silghtiy gore 
than 2? percent lof che total). Thle te not only an indication of estructural 
confusion tn education but aleo 4 re*leetion of the dieproport tonate 
development of the whole intellectual etructure. In order to adapt to the 
demands of the four @odernigations, we need not only readjust the structure 
of ovr management cadres in time and energetically promote professional 
pereonne!, but aise carry owt greater readjusteent in the provision of 
specialties and plane for student recruitment at our wnivereitier. Ocherwise, 
we will lack eucceseore in these areas. 


Por this reason, we quest create conditions and select key pointe to steadily 
estabi leh management inetitutes of menagement departments at comprehensive 
whiversities and universities of eciences and engineering. The goal of 
training in question should be to equip the students with the basic 
‘echnical knowledge of product design and production techniques, to help 
them master the basic theories and gethodse of aodern management and tech- 
nical, economic analyees, and to complete their basic training ae engineers. 
insofar ae the sources of etudect® ere concerned, they should be just be 
recruited from ampag middie echool graduates but selected, rather, froa 
professional, technical personnel of management personnel with 3 to 5 years 
of working experience at enterprise unite and ecientific research unite. 

At the present stage, the point of emphasise should be on conducting various 
forme of advanced @enagement (raining classes at universities; members 

of euch classes should be personnel from the on-the-spot waits. The course 
of etudy aay wary~~a helfe-vear, | year, 2 years, and other periods. This 
approach assures quicker results. 


>. Tre formation and perfection of ectentific research systems require 
that higher inetitutions pay full attention to scientific research work 
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a0 48 to @ievate the quailty of teechiog be \igher inatitutions and at the 
same time take ORF Fibutlone (coward (oe Laprovement of the sctentific and 
technological lewel of the state 


A selentific researc) system le @ade up of Eheree parts: basic research, 
applied research, and developments! researeh. After the liberation of the 
whole country, we e@radually estabilehed our own setentific researeh syseten, 
Which was @ade op of five elemente! the Chinese Academy of Sciences, higher 
institutions, production depertmente, sational defense depattmente, and 
local Selentifi: feeearc) organe, Over the years, thie selentific research 
system hae played 4 definite, pesttive role in the development of our 
sclentific and technological eaterpriees. But we cannot help but admit 
that, because we lacked sufficient perception of the functions of the various 
links in the sclentific research eyetes, and because the division of labor 
between various scientific research ocgane tn the selentific research system 
was pot clear, we heve lefc he structure of che selentific research system 
in 4 state of confusion, and this hase resulted in great losses. As ve 
expiore reform of the Scientific reseerch system at present, chere is 4 
need to further define the divieion of labor and coordination between the 
five elements on the one hand, and pay full attention to the position and 
role of higher inetitutions in the encire sctentific research system on 

the other hand. We think chet che Academy of Sciences and the scientific 
universities should carry out m@iniy basic research (including pure basic 
theoretical research and goai-crlented baste research), and, under 

ordinary conditions, showld refrain row undertaking applied research-- 

and especially shoul) etay away froe any work on the etudy and manufacture 
of specific products. Research organs of production departments and 
engineering universities @heald concestrate mainly on applied research. Local 
research organs should lay emphasie o» research work with geographical 
characteriatics in aind. 





During the past WO years, research work in our higher institutions has 

made not a few contributions and aleo exhibited great potential. Hence, 

we must pay full attencion to ectentific research work and consciously 
combine teaching with eclentific research. This not only is intended to 
raise the quality of owe edweacton, but it aleo is of very great significance 
for the development of our sectence and technology. 


5. To anticipate the ueven development of science requires that the 
reform of our higher education should strengthen prognosticative research 
and continue to support new subjects adapted to the trends of development 
in science and technology. 


Scientific research indicates chat the function of ecience has undergone 
@ great change; ecience hae changed from “a daughter born” gradually into 
“a mother giving birth.” Science has advanced ahead of production and, as 
4a scientific potential, higher education should advance even ahead of 
science. Only thus can the students who are trained better adapt to, and 
promte, the advancement of science and production. 





Education ie the foundation of science and technology, and it aleo is a 
atvategic intellectual investment, The position of education in the 
entire national economy ie extremely important; if we cannot make a go 

of our education, the four modermisations will be amiss. If we fail to 
grasp today, we shall regret later. Let us conduct an all-round study 
and exploration of higher education from various angles and various sides 
and, along with a firw grasp on readjustment, carry out penetrating and 
widespread discussions as to how higher education should be reformed in 
order to turn education into « true force promoting the rapid development 
of eetence and technology, and in order to make the necessary contributions 
to the four mdernizations. 
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
